Atter the returns had been read aud approv- 
ed, (be Cle:k announeed that the next thing in 
order was the election of a permanent President, 
and stated that nominations would be received 

Messrs.) Mocung and McCann Less simulta. 
neously nominated Mr. 4. H, Grogs, of ‘the 
Twentieth ward. 

Mr. PHILLirs moved the election of Mr. 
Gross by acclamation, which was agreed to. 

The Olerk requested Mr. Phillips to adminis 
ter the oath of office to the President elect. 

PRESIDENT GROSS’ INAUGURAL, 

President GRoss, upon taking the chair, ac. 
knowledged the compliment tendered him as 
fo lows: 

Gentlemen of the Select Council: 

Words of thanks for the honor you have again 
conferred by the unanimons vote Just announced 
would but feebly express my sincere gratitude, 
While appreciating this mark of your confidence, 
Tam not unmindful of the duties incident to the 
position, as your presiding officer for the ensu- 
ing year. Surraunded at.all times with respon- 
sibility, it is doubly so in this hour, when the 
credit and good name of our city has received a 
severe and trying shock. Be assured that any 
means which your wisdom may devise to bring 
back our good, sturdy, old Pittsburgh to its 
former standing will receive my most hearty co- 
operation. (Applause ) 

I shall endeavor to perform my duties with 
impartiality, and to the best of my ability, and 
in the rigid enforcement of the rules which may 
be adopted for our government I shall rely upon 
the cordial assistance of every member of this 
floor. Thanking you again for the honor con- 
ferred, we will pow proceed to business. (Ap 
plause. ) 

DIVERSIONS BY THE WAY. 

Mr. PHILLIPs asked if the next business was 
not the election of a Clerk 7? 

The President announced that the Clerk had 
been elected for three years, in 1873, according 
to ordinance, 

Mr, McCaRtHy—Mr. President, perhaps it 
would be as well to go through the little formal 
ity of swearing in the new members, (Laugh 
ter ) 

President Gross—I was just about to call that 
up. 
Prhe members {hen arranged themselves in 
front of the desk and the oath of office was ad- 
ministered by the President, 

Clerk Morrow ealled called the roll, all the 
members answering except Messrs, Chislett, 
E'der, Kestner, McKee, Och and Shipton, 

Mr. ADAMS explained that an accident de- 
tained the new member from the Twenty-elgbth 
ward, Mr. Kestner. 

President Gross appointed as pages Messrs. 
Charles W. Houston and Willie H. Purnell

SELECTING SEATS. 

Several members desired the Council to go 
into the selection of seats, 

Others who, perhaps, were comfortably ar- 
ranged, didn’t see any absolute necessity for 
any particnlar change. 

The Chair said there had been some trouble 
on this score last year, and he thought there 
ought to be “a new deal.’? 

Mr. FETTERMAN Offered a resolution giving to 
Messrs. McCarty, McCandless, Murrey and An- 
dersou, the privilege of selecting front seats be- 
fore the drawing. 

Mr, SmirH desired to add Mr. Robert Watson 
to the list, which was agreed to, 

Mr. W. B, HunTER wssnext given the same 
privilege. 

Mr. PuILtPs—I suggest that all the mem. 
bers be aliowed to take front seats, (Laugh- 
ter.) 

President Grogss—Perhaps some may want 
to take back seats before the year is over. 
(Laugiter, ) 

The gentlemen given the privilege of choosing 
first, made their selec’‘ions, after which the clerk 
called the roll, aud members drew for cholce. 

This business occupied about half an hours’ 
time, but was disposed of with as much dispatch 
as possible and in harmony, While the business 
was in progress. 

Clerk Booth of the Common Council appearea 
and announced the organization of that branch 
as it appears elsewhere, 

THE QUESTION CF “RULES.” 

Mr. BUR@WIN moved that Common Counell be 
requested to meef in joint session with the select 
branch for the purpose of adepting rules for 
1874. 

Mr. Kirk moved the adoption of the rules of 
the councils of 1873, 

Mr FetrerRMAN moved toamend by making 
the Survey Committee report in Select instead 
of Common Council, and the Market Committee 
report in Common Council instead of Select. 

Mr. BoRGWIN explained that there were some 
rules that were joint rules, binding on both 
bodies, and they ought to be adopted in Joint 
Session, Taen the Councils must decide how 
many members each committee should consist 
of, and this could only be amicably arranged in 
Joint Session, and should be altended at once 
so that the Presidents could have a rule to guide 
them in making up the Ilsts, 

Messrs, Kirk and Fetterman aceordingly 
wilhdrew their motions and that of Mr. Bur- 
gwin was adopted. 

Councils then went into Joint Session. Upon 
the resumption of business in Select Council 

M:. PHILiires moved the adaption for 1874 of 
the rules that were in force in 1873 

Mr. FETTERM4N moved to amin? by requiring 
the Survey Committee to report in Select and 
Market Committee in Common Council. 

Af some di-cussion the amendment was 
adopted. It was explained that no member of the 
Survey Committee of 1873 was in the Comm n 
Council of 1874, and hence the Select Coun- 
cll should have the chairmanship; and second, 
that the Road Committee which furnished all 
work on streets opened by the Road Committee, 
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reported in Select Council, and it was thought 
that both committees should report in the same 
branch, 

Mr. KinK moved to strike out that part of 
Rule 8, which provides for Joint Sessions, to 
discuss resolutions &c., and instead thereby to 
require concurrent separate action. 

‘Tne matter was discussed at some lengtb, 
the ciscussion being participated in by Messrs. 
Phillips, Burgwin, Littell, Chalmers and Jeremy. 

It was contended onthe one side that the 
tule worked evil, because it sunk the individual 
ity of each branch, and made Councils practt- 
cally butone body,—because the action ofa 
joint session was universally adopted in the 
Ccuncils, in seperate session without debate, 
and ina measure as a point of honor,——the 
members not wishing to “go back’’ on the Joint 
Session, 

On the other side it was contended that the 
Tule saved time; the matter was discussed in 
Joint Session and a vote taken to show the feel- 
ing of the members; this vote, however, did 
not legislate but when Couueils separated they 
had to decide the matter separately without 
debate. 

Fivally Mr. Kirk’s motion was yoted down 
and the rules with Mr. Fetterman’s amendment 
were adopted. 

Council then adjourned.

The Common Branch was called to order by 
Clerk Booth shortly after two o’clock, who sta_ 
ted that this was the day fixed by act of incor.

ganization of Councils, and there being a sufii- 
cient number of geatlemen present to constitute 
a quorum, the Council would come to order. 

The Sergeant at Arms introduced Acting 
Mayor Butler, who had the election re 
tu'ns, and whieh were handed by him to the 
Clerk.

Mr. S. P. FoLrron—Gentlemen, I move that

The Clerk put the motion, and it was carried 
without a dissenting vote. 

Mr. NEGLEY—Gentlemen, I thank you for the 
compliment, and assure you that I will perform 
the duties of my position in accordance with my 
understanding of Parliamentary Jaw, bnt to do 
30 satisfactorily I will need the assistance of the 
members of this branch, which I hope to receive.

The oath of cffice was administered by the 
President to all the members standing in their 
places, and then, at the direction of the chair. 
man, the Clerk notified the Select Council that 
this bravech had organized with W. B. Negley 
as President. 
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A. L. Sergeant was re appointed page for the 
ensuing year. 

The next business in order was the selection of 
seats by the members. On motion of Mr. West 
all members over fifty years of age were allowed 
the privilege of selecting front seats. The 
others taking their turn in accordance with the 
number they had drawn made choice of such 
seats as they deemed most desirable. 

On motion of Mr. Fulton the rules of last 
year were adopted for the guidance of Council 
this year. 

Mr. Durr cffered a resolution instructing the 
city clerk to have the list of Standing Commit- 
tees for 1874 printed in book form, Adopted. 

Mr. FULTON called attention to the fact that 
two of the members of the committee appointed 
to prepare an ordinance for the reconstruction 
of the water works went out with the old Coun- 
cil leaving vacancies which were filled by the 
President by the appointment of Messrs. 
Thompson and West. 

Common Council met Select in joint session 
and after returning to its chamter there being 
no further business, on motion of Mr. Moors, it 
adjourned. 


JOINT SESSION. 


The members of the Common Council having 
assembled in the S-leet Council chamber the Joint 
Session was called to order by President Nogiey 
of the Common Council. 

Mr. Burewin moved that the rules of 1873 be 
adopted for 1874. 

Mr. FETTERMAN repewed his motion to have 
the Committee on Survey report in the Select 
braneh and the Committee on Markets in the 
Common. 

President NEGLEY said the Joint Session cou'd 
only adopt such rules as were to bind the meet- 
ings of Joint Session and a motion relating to 
them was in order. But if it was to adopt rules 
for the government of each individual branch, 
such a motion, would not be in order, 
as the law compelied each braneh to adopt its 
own rules. Common Council had already adopt- 
ed its rules. 

Mr. PHILLIPS moved that Select Conacil then 


adopt the rules for 1874, 

Mr. BURGWIN objected to Common Counce?) 
voting on the question. They had adopted 
their own rules and Select Counetl could adopt 
rules for themselves, His idea, was that 
the iules be discussed and that they be 
adopted by joint session so that the rules would 
be generally understood. They eould then af- 
terward be adopted by each braneh in a separ. 
ate vote.

Mr. BURGWIN moved to postpone the matter 
until the last meeting in January, by which 
time it was expected, a certified copy of the new 
charter would be received. Adopted.

Mr, CHALMERS offered a resolution, directing 
the City Controller to advertise for proposals for 
printing one hundred and fifty copies of the 
Municipal Record. Adopted.

Mr LAUFMAN moved the appointment of a 
special committee to consider means of relief, 
and, if necessary, call a meeting. Adopted, and 
Messrs Laufman and McCarthy named for spe- 
cial committe. 

Mr, Watson, ordinances granting Alex. Mc- 
Clure right erect an ironclad building, and Geo. 
McCoy right to remove frame buildings. Sev- 
erally passed under suspension of the rules. 


WATER RENTS. 


Mr. King offered a resolution direeting the 
Water Committee to revise the schedule of wa. 


ter rents so that the amount received from this 
source be made sufficient to pay the interest on 
water bonds and the expenses of keeping the 
water works in order, 

Mr, Krrx sald the water rents were the same 
as they were about eight years ago. He thought 
the amount could be doubled nearly one half 
without putting any additional expense on 
families, but the chief addition would come 
from foundries, manufactories, &c. 

Scveral members contended that it would 
quadurnple water rents, 

Mr. Lioyp said if there was much more put 
op rolling mills and manufactures, they would 
not take the water at all. Already a number of 
them bad putin pumpsof their own and were 
getting the water for themselves from the river, 
and if there was any more tax put on, the city 
would likely lose all the revenue from this 
source. Te, however, thought there might be 
teform in one way. There had been miles of 
pipe laid from which only a few people took the 
water. Ovher tenants in the vicinity who had 
the advantage of the water tn case of tire did 
not otherwise use the water, and so paid noth- 
ing. Hethought every tenant within a thou- 
sand feet of a fire-plug, whether such tenant 
used the water or not, ba compelled to pay at 
least one-half of the rate. 

Mr, Dariineton offered a substitute in- 
structing the Water Committee to consider 
where the water rents might be increased with 
advantage to the city, and also to consider the 
propriety of taxing the property per foot front, 
were the pipes were laid. 

The substitute, after some discussion, wag 
adopted. 

THE CITY ENGINEER, 

Mr. Kirk offered the following: 

Resolved, That a Committee of two from Select 
Council and three from Common be appointed to 
the accounts of the City Engineer and examine 
the public and private pay rolls, kept by that 
officer and report whether apy items have been 
charged twice by him and also the amount 
which they actually find to be due from him 
and street Improvements of the city. Said 
Committee also to examine into the truth of the 
charges heretofore made against him, and to 
enable said Committee to fully investigate the 


same the Mayor be instructed to issue the nec- 
essary summons for persons and papers, which 
was read. 

Mr. SCULLY moved to refer to City Controller. 

Mr. Burewin objected to the consideration of 
the resolution at the present time as i¢ would 
give rise to debate, and it went over under the

Mr. BRAUN of the Fourth ward then asked if 
any member of Councils was either directly or 
indirectly interested in the banks named. He 
referred to section 27, which prevented members 
from being interested in city contracts. 

President Ng@uEy —In reference to that 
question we decide it has nothing to do with the 
matter in hand now. 

Ms Braun—WellI only raised the question 
because the papers bave been pitching into 
members of Councils for being interested in 
contracts, 

President Gross—That’s an entirely differ- 
ent matter—entirely different from this. 

Mr. PHILLIPS—The ordinance fixes the busi- 
ness. It gays we must give the money to the 
banks who are the highest bidders. That set- 
tles the question and disposes of section 27. 

Mr. MCCANDLESS said he was about to move 
that the two highest on the list be elected and 
the other be selected from the two whose bids 
were 5 per cent. 

A LEGAL POINT, 

The Chairmen, after vougulting the ordinance, 
stated that they were only required to select 
the ‘“highest’’ bidder, tho ‘‘best’’ not being men- 
tloned—and when there wasa tis the members 


were to select to the best interests of the city. 


|

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A question was then raised whether the Inter- 


est was to be pald on daily or monthly balances.’ 


It was decided from the Chair, after a reading 
of the ordinance, that the balances were to be 
computed monthly on daily average balances, 
and credited to the city. 

Mr. McCanDLess then moved that the Pitte- 
burgh Savings Bank and Freehold be elected two 
of the depositories. 

Mr. Rarrexty moved to amend by maklog 
the Duquesne the third depository, as he thought 
their bid being on the average daily balances 
was the best offer. 

’ Mr. CHALMERS thought it was perfectly plain 
that there must be a ballot between the two 
banks—the United States Savings and the Du- 
quesne. He thought it wasn’t fair to designate 
one without a ballot. 


AN OBJECTION, 


Mr. McCanDLzssé refused to accept the amend- 
ment, and it was not passed. 

The Chair announced that the question was on 
Mr. McCandless’ 1aotion. 

Mr. BRawn—lIs it by acclamation we are to 
vote? because if so, I object. 

Mr. Kink—Why does the gentleman object? 

Mr, Braun—Because I don’t think some 
members of Councils who are interested in the 
matter have a right to vote. 

President GRoss—The gentioman already has 
been declared out of order in that point, and 
he has no right to make the point again. 

4 question again having arisen as to whether 
the highest and beat bidders were to be chosen, 
President NEeLEY read the whole ordinance, 
which contained a clause providing for the let- 
ting of the contract tothe “highest” and “best.” 

Fhe chairman decided that aecording to this 
eonstruetion the members could vote on any of 
the banks, and must vote viva voce. 

Inquiries were made as to the character of 
the banks. It appeared from this that the Du. 
quésne Bank’ wason the individual Habliity 
plan: The Freehold’ a charted institution. 
Smjthfield Sayings Bank a chartered institution. 
Pittsburgh Savings Bank individually Hable. 

Mr. Durrasked whether or not one of these 
banks did not request the Treasurer not to draw 
upon itduring the panic-—whether the eity did 
not have to purse It. 

Mr. PHiuirs sald that one of the banks had 
requested the Treasurer to be as easy on them as 
possible, That was all, 
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Mr. JEREMY asked if any check had been re- 
fused. ’ 

Mr. PHILLIPS,—No check was ever refused to 
the best of my knowledge. Ifa check had been 
refused we would have closed up the bank.

APPORTIONMENT IN COUNCILS. 

“The Chair read a communication from the 
City Clerk, in which, after reciting Sec. 1. Art. 
II. of the new charter, he says: 

TheClty Attorney, {a hls opinion submitted 
to you this day, decides that city officers, includ 
{og Councilmen, must be chosen at an election 
to be held on the third Tuesday of February 
next, I desire to be informed whether I shail 
require the assessor to make returns forthwith, 
1o order tbat an apportionment of the members of 
Common Council may be made in comp'iance 
with the provistous of said section for the elee- 
tion in February. 

But ten days remain in which to do this 
work,

Mr. BurGwin thought the matter too impor- 
tant to be passed over hastily as there were legal 
points not settled by the City Solicitor’s opinion. 
H>» moved to refer to the Ordinance Committee. 

Several members objected, that a reference of 
that kind would delay the matter too late. 


THE CITY SOLICITOR'S reviEW. 


The Chair then read the opinton of the City 
Saiteitor as follows; 


To the Select and Common Councils: 


GENTLEMEN—At your meeting ef Dec. 31, In 
Tesponse to your request I gave an opinion that 
an election on the 3d Tuesday of February next, 
under the provisions of the new Constitution, 
could not be held withcut legistation. To that 
oploion I still adhere, 

The Legisla'ure, however, has taken cogniz 
anes of the matter, and will, ia all probability, 
provide a uniform election law containing the 
necessary rules and regulations for the conduct- 
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ing of elections in the Commonwealth under 
which an election may be legally held on the 3d 
Tuesday of February, 1874. 

As remarked by Justice Agnew (in Page vs. 
Allen, 8 P. F. Smith, 357), ‘it has been weilsaid 
that a constitution eannot execute itself. An 
outline like the frame of a house, ft is unfit for 
use until it is fitted up by the carpentery of 
law.” 

While of an opinion that an election fn Feb- 
ruary, 1874, in its results, is wholly repugnant to 
the customs and theory heretofore in vogue in 
municipal affairs in this Commonwealth, inas- 
much as members of Councils, and other city 
officers, are elected a year in advance of their 
induction into office, yet the subject is wholly 
within the domain of legislative power, and if 
the necesvary iaw is enacted the election may be 
held. 

While an elecifon at this time is entirely un- 
necessary and uncalled for, yet, to prevent con- 
fusion, contention and strife, the officers of the 
city had better, assumiog that ilmely legislation 
will be eaacted, provide for an election. 

One member of Select Counell and members 
of Common Council, according to present ap- 
portionment, will be elected from each ward of 
the city, te be sworn in as members of such 
bodies, on the first Tuesday of January, 1875.

CURING DISCREPANCIES. 

Mr. Bur@win said that even though a munle- 
pal election waz required it did not follow that 
it would be necessary to hold election for ward 
officers, There seemed to be a discrepancy be 
tween the new charter and the Constitution on 
this point, and he thought the commuopication 
accordingly should be referred to a committee to 
consider and report. 

Mr. McCune then offered a communication 
from the City Solicitor suggesting the appoint- 
ment of a committee of three from Sslect Coun. 
ceil and four from Common Council, to takesuch 
action as would bring before the Legislature ao 
act that would either repeal the new city charter 
or cure it of al) discrepancies or ambiguties. 

The opinion of the City Solicitor and the com- 
munivation offered by Mr. McCune were theo 
referred to the Ordinance Committee with power 
to act. 

Mr. AIKEN offered a resolution instructing the 
clerk to notify the Assessors to make immediate 
returns of taxables, in order that the apportion. 
ment need not be delayed, in case it was neces- 
sary. 

The resolution was passed. 


SPEAKER MCCORMICK'S VIEWS. 


The Chair next read a comipunication from 
Speaker McCormick, setting forth that he had 
received a resolution passed by Councils, asking 
the Legislature to pass an act settiog forth that it 
was the sense of the new Constitution that the 
muatelpal elacttans should uot ba held unttt 
February, 1875. The Speaker said he would 
present tne resolution, but thought it was of no 
use, as the Legislature had no power to construe 
the Constitution, that being within the province 
of the Courts only. 
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The paper was received and filed. 

Mr. ANDERSON offered the following with the 
request thatit ba referred to the Ordinances 
Committee. 

WHEREAS, The Attorney General of the Com- 
monwealth has decided that where persons 
were chosen in 1873 to fill toeal offices for 
the year 1874, and were not qualified before 
the new Constitution went into effect, they will 
have to be re-clected or superseded by the elec 
tion of othersin February next; and whereas, 
the present Councils were elected in 1873, to 
serve for 1874, and were qualified on Monday, 
January 5th, 1874; therefore, 

Resolved, That the City Attorney be request- 
ed to obtain at ths earliest practicable day, a 
decision of the Court upon the question of the 
validity of the municipal election of December 
24. 1873. 

O1 motion it was referred to the Ordinances 
Committee with power to act; the Chair sug- 
gested also that it would be advisable for that 
Committee to obtain the oploion of the Attorney 
General as to thestatus of elections in Fobruary. 


THE NEW WATER WORKS. 


Mr. Movune baing granted privilege out of 
order, presented the following ordinance from 
the Special Committee. 

An Ordinance to Provide for the Completion 
of New Water Works 

SECTION 1. Be it ordatned, &c., That the 
erection and cunstruction of the new Water 
Works of the City of Pittsburgh, shall hereafter 
bein chargeof a S:anding Committee of the Coun. 
cils of said city, to be designated the Water Ex. 
tension Committee, to consist of three members 
of the Select Couucil and four members of the 
Common Couccii, {n conjunction with the Presi- 
dens of Councils; said vommittee shall be ap- 
pointed by the Presidents of Councils immedl- 
ately alter the adoption of this Ordinance, and 
annually thereafter at the time other S:anding 
Committees of Councils are required by law to 
be appointed. 

Szc. 2. Said committee shall, as soon as prac- 
ticable after their appolotment, meet and organ. 
ize, by the election of one of their number as 
President, and shall, as soon as possible after 
their organization, examine the work to be done, 
and report to Councils the ou uber and character 
of the cffisers and assistants required for tha 
preper prosecution of the work, lociuding aan 
officer to be called General Manager, and tha 
amount of salartes to be paid to each; and upon 
approval of said report by Councils, sald com- 
mittee shall be authoriz-d toemploy such officers 
and assistants, at salaries not exceeding the 
amounts specified by Councils, and no other offi- 
cers or as-istacts shall be employed by said 
committee, unless the conseat of Councils shall 
be given thereto. 

Sec 3. S.ald General Manager shall have, 
subject to the authority and directionof the 
Committee, the genera] supervision and control 
of the erection and extension of said new Water 
Works, and of all the other cfficers and assist- 
ants employed thereon, and shall report to sald 
Committee at such times as shall be fixed by it, 
and shall perform such ovher duties as shali be 
required of him by the Committee. 
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fre. 4. All cffiicers and assistants employed 
by said Committee shall give bonds, with securi. 
ly to be approved by said Committee, in suet 
amouuts us said Committee may de:ermine, and 
shall be sworn to faithfully and honestly dis. 
charge the duties of their appoiniment, They 
shall be sutject to removal by sald Committee, 
who shall be authorized to make rules and regu 
lations as to the duties and government of all 
persons so employed by them. 

Sec 5. Said committee shall have charge 
and supervision of the erection and construction 
of the Water Works, in accordance witb the 
general pian adopted by Councils on the 10th 
day of July, A. D. 1871, subject to such 
modifications as have heretofore been, or may 
hereafter be adapted by Oouncils. 

SEc. 6. Said committee shall be authorized 
to select such additional sites for Water Works 
engine houses, basins, reservoirs, conduits ard 
pipes, as to them may seem necessary, and to 
negotiate with the owners of any of said 
property for the purchase or use of the same, 
subject to the approval of Councils. Whenever 
said committee sball make a contract for the 
purchase or use of any land for the purpose of 
said Water Works, they shall report the same 
to Councils, and if approved by them, said 
committee shall perfect the same in the name 
and on behalf of the city of Pittsburgh. 


Suc. 7. If, in any care, said Committee shall 
be unable to agree with the owner of any prop- 
erty which they may desire to purchase or use 
for said Water Works, they shall report to 
Councils a descrip'ion of the property which 
they desire to take, and the purpose for which 
the same is to be used, whereupon the Coun. 
ceils may, if they deem proper, order the same 
to be taken and condemned, under the pro 
visions of “An Act to provide for the extension 
of the water works of the city of Pittsburgh,’’ 
approved the 15 h day of March, A. D. 1871. 


Src. 8. Said Committee shall cause to be 
prepared detailed plans for the erection and 
construction of buildings, basins, reservoirs, 
conduits, machinery, and all other things 
necessary for the complete construction and 
operation of said Water Works in accordance 
with (he general plan aforesaid, and make and 
enter into contracts for the work and materlals 
therefor, lucluding all plpes to be laid in exten. 
sion of the preseut works, in accordance with 
said plan, but not including repairs tothe works 
as they now exist: Provided, Thatall contracts 
shall be made with the lowest and best bidders 
upon sealed proposals In writing, after adver- 
tlsement In the papers authorized to do the city 
printing, aud such other papers as said Com- 
mittee shall think advisable, for at least ten 
days before the time xed for receiving the 
same, and all contracts for work or materials 
shall be upon terms of piyment in cash: Pro- 
vided, further, That no coutract shal! be signed, 
or executed, or binding, until the same shal} 
have been first duly approved by Counciis. 


Seo 9 Noofficer, assistant or employe shall 
be directly or indirectly interested in any con 
tract for lands, work, or materials for said 
Water Works. And in all contracts it shall be 
expressly stipulated that if avy of the sald par. 
{ies shal! be so interested, the game shall be null 
sud void, and that no sult or suits shall be 
matitaioed against the City of Pittsburgh for, 
or on acccunt of, anything which may be done 
under or in pursuance thereof, and that i! any 
money shall be paid by said City on account 
thereof, the same may be recovered from the 
party receiving the same, in an action or ac 
tions in the name of sald City. 

Sxc. 10 All contracts shail be made in the 
name of th3 City of Pittsburgh and shall be 
signed by sald Committee, or a majority of 
them, cp behalf of the City, and when pecessa 
ry, the Mayor of the City shall attach the cor. 
porate seal of the City there'o, 

Szc. 11. All pay rolls shal) be verified by aff 
davit of the person under whose charge the work 
was done, and certifed to as correct by the 
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proper Gfficer, before the same shall be approved 
by the Committee. 

Src. 12 Said Committee shall certify to the 
Coutroiler, in writing, all ¢c'aims approved and 
allowed by them, who shall cextify warrants for 
the amouat thereof, payable from the Water 
Extension Fund, if there is at the time sufficient 
money in said fund undisposed of, which war- 
rant, when signed by the Mayor, shall be paid by 
the City Treasorer from the money in said fund: 
Provided, That the Controller shall not certify 
a@ warrant in payment of any claim, unless the 
same is accompanied by an affidavit of said 
claimant that the amoupt thereof is justly dus, 
and that no officer, or other employee js directly 
or indirectly interested therein. 

Sec. 13. Said Committee shall keep, or cause 
to be kept, full and perfect mtputes of all their 
proceedings, and ali other books and aceounts 
necessary to a full understanding of the busi- 
ness transacted by them, which shall, at all 
times during business hrurs, be kept open for 
the jospeetion of the City Controller, Finance 
Committee of Councils, and any other Commit. 
tee duly appointed by Councils for that purpose, 
and they shall make to Councils a detatied quar- 
terly report of all their proceedings and con. 
tracts entered into, and al) other matters 
necessary for a full understanding of the 
business transacted by them. 

Sxc. 14. The acts of a majority of said Com- 
mittee shall avail as the acts of all. 

Sze 15. That an ordinance entitled ‘An Or- 
dinance conferring upou the Water Committee 
the powers and requiring the performance by 
them of the duties of the Water Commission,’’ 
ordained 29h day of December, A D. 1873, 
and an ordinance entitled “Anu Ordina ce for 
the erection of a new Water Works,’’ ordained 
the day of A.D. » and 
all ordinances in conflict with this ordinance, or 
supplied by it, are hereby r+pealed: Provided, 
however, that such repeal sha'l not impair, or in 
any manner affect, any contracts heretofore en- 
tered into under or by virtue of said ordinance, 

Mr. Mc.onge then stated that the or. 
einance creating the Water Extension Commit- 
tee did not authoriza that committee to sell any 
bonds, and be offered a sup} b:mentary ordinance 
giving the power to sell bonds, into the hands of 
the Finances Committee. He therefore moved first 
the suspension of the rules, aud the final passage 
of the ordinance crea‘ing the Water Extensiun 
Committee. 

Mr. Mc vartay hoped the motion would be 
voted down. The ordinance gave into the 
bands of nine men the control of the expendi 
tore of millions of dollars. He thought the 
members of Council shculd have time to con. 
sider it. 

Mr. HUNTER was of the same opinion. 

Mr. McCunk did not desire to rush the matter 
atall. Its substanee had been printed in the 
newspaper, and he thought that the members 
had ead it. 

The motion to suspend the rules was voted 
down and a motion carried orderiug the print 
ing of the ordinauce in the official papers aud iv 
8] p3 fur the use of the membels. 


THE SALE OF WATER BONDS. 


The second ordinance, giving the Finanee 
Committee the power to bego iate the Water 
Bonds was then taken up The bonds were 
fixed Jn denominations of $1,000, $5,000, $10,- 
CO0, $15,000, $20 000, to run for tweoty-tive 
yea‘s from April 1, 1873, They were to be sold 
by the City Controller under the dircetion of 
the Finance Committee; al! sales to be reported 
to the committee at the first meellog after the 
the sale; no bond to be handed over until the 
Treasurer certified that the money had been 
paid for it, to the Treasury—said certificate to 
bea signed by a bond clerk in the Treasurer's 
(fiice who should keep the accounts, 

Mr. McCuns explained that it wis necessary 
to have some such ordinance passed at once—as 
there was now no authority to issue bonds, und 
there were ver $100,000 in the City Treasury

| that had been sent here from Palladelphia for 
the purchase of these bonds, and the bonds should 
ba given for this money as s00n as possible. 

Mr. REED thonght it would be well to reflect 
before passing such ao ordinance. Et gave @ 
committees power ad libitum te issue bonds. He 
did not see the necessity of negotiating bonds, 
upon which they paid seven per cent., while 
when they got the moncy fa the treasury they 
only reeeived five per cent, As there were now 
about twelve million dollars in the treasury he 
did 10t think they needed mouey at once, and 
need not throw away two per cent. He thought 


the ordinance anyhow, on its merits, should be 
eousidered very carefully. 

Mr. CHALMERS said the ordinance eovered the 
gronod taken by the present Water Committee, 
which had temporary charge of the old Water 
commission affairs. He thought, as the ordi- 
nance had been prepared by the City Solicitor 
and the special eommittee appointed to consider 
the subject, that Councils need have no fear in 
passing it. 

Mr. McCune satd the idea was to get power to 
issue bonds, and then to issue enough to 
make up the amount of money that had been 
sent to purchase the bonds, and had been laying 
in the Treasury from thirty to sixty days. 

Mr. RAFFERTY offered an amendment, that no 
commissions be paid for the sate of the bonds. 

Pendiog the further consideration of the sub- 
ject, Select Council went into the joint session. 

Upon reassembling the business was taken up 
again, 

The amendment of Mr. RaFreRTY was @e- 
clared in order 

Mr. RaFrerty resumed his argument against 
paying commissions. He thought there would 
be market enough for them without commissions, 
and there was no use wasting money in paylog 
bankers for selling them. 

Mr. LiTTEeLL thought the bonds eould not alt 
be sold in Pittsburgh. Toey had tried that and 
found that the bonds must be sent away toa re- 
sponsible fiscal agent in Philadelphia. This 
firm, Townsend, Wheelen & C», had performed 
their duty well, and had never let the bouds get 
below par and the city owed much of its credits 
to that ftrm’s management of the bonds. He 
thought, therefore, that they should not be 
deprived of the negotiation of the bonds in the 
future. It was worth all the commission paid 
to them to have the credit of the eclty kept np 
as well as they had managed it. 

Mr. PHILLIPS spoke upon another point in the 
ordinance. Ha did nutfavor burdeniog the F,~ 
nance Committee with the care and sale of the 
bonds, He thought that matrer ought to be left 
to the special eommi tee to be appointed to take 
charge of the Water Works, 

Io reference to the commission, he said the 
one per cent. al owed did not much more thaa 
pay fur the advertising. The fiseal agent paid 
all expens:s, and took this commission as his 
remuverat or. Hoe did not think the bonds 
could be sold without allowing a commisston. 
Hs koew commissions were allowed on Railroad 
!vuonds; the Guveroment had to allow commis. 
i vfons on its bonds, and he thought it was the 
; cheapest and best way to get the bonds properly 
| uegotiated, 

Mr. RAFFEXTY’s amendment prohibiting com. 
missions was then voted down. 

Mr, Kink offered au amendment, prohibiting 
the sale of any more bonds than was sufficient 
to fill existing orders, without the previous con- 
sent of Councils, 

After considerable discussion 

Mr. McCAanDLEgs moved to reconsider thetr 
action In postponing the ordinance creating # 
Water Ext :nsion Committee to take ebarge of 
the new water woiks, 

The Chair stated that it was too Jate, as the 
ordipance had gone into Cammon Councils and 
they had concurred in the postponement, and 
had acj uroed, sothat the ordinunca could not 
be withdrawn. 

Mr. McCune then explained that he would be 
in favor of Mr. Kirk's proviso—to prohibit the 
gale of more bonds than was necessary at the 


present time to fill orders—but that it would in- 
terfere with another arrangement that was nec. 
essary. In the arrangement with the Nation Trust 
Company the elty had agreed to take up certain 
notes upon which water bends had been used as 
collateral. These notes were falling due and 
the only way to get money was to sell sufficient 
water bonds. 

Mr. Kru, accordingly sald if it wou'd embar- 
rass the Finance Committee, he would withdraw 
bis motion. 

The ordinance was then passed finally under 
@ suspension of the rules. 


THE CITY ENGINEER'S OFFICE. 

Mr. Kirk announced that he intended re- 
signing his seat in Council, but desired previous 
1o that to have the resolutions offered by him 
in relation to the City Engineer, in some way 
disposed of. Hesaidif they were passed, he 
would guarantee to bring into the City Treasury 
from $1,000 to $3.000. He moved a suspension 
of the rule Sto take the resolutions up, but some 
opposition was manifested, and be called the 
yeas and nays, resulting as follows:

Mr. PHILLIPS—I move to not accept. Let 
him stay here and fight it out. 

Mr. BIsseLL, in reply to an inquiry, stated 
that, so far as he knew, the resignation was 
tendered because of businessinteresta that would 
prevent Mr. Kirk from giving due attention to 
tbe duties of the position. 

Mr. PHILLIPS then withdrew his motion, and 
the resiguation was accepted. 


THE DEPOSITORIES. 

Mr. PHILLIPS rose for instructions. He 
reported that two of the banks elected as city 
depositories had failed to report, and the Finance 
Committee desired to know what course they 
sbould follow in the premises, 

Mr. BURGWIN moved that the matter be 
referred to the Finanee Committee with power 
Yoact. Heexplained that be meant by that, 
tbat the Committee skould take the course 
recommended by the City Attorney, who would 
direct them as to the legal aspects of the case. 

Mr. CHALMERS objected to the power to act, 
and thought the Finance Committee should get.

Mr. CHALMERS also called up the ordinance 
laid over at last meeting, numbered 29 on the 
calendar, and entitled “An ordinance to provide 
addlttonal revebue from the Water Works.” 
Tne ordinance was accompanied by the proposed 
schedute of bew rates of water rents for the en 
suing year. 

The matter was thus opened for discussion. 

Mr. McCaNbDLEss moved to amend by substi- 
lulibg the schedule of 1872. Lost. 

Mr. RaFFERTY moved to amend by making 
tho assessment $1 75 upon each room over three 
rooms, Last. 

Mr. CHALMERS woved the adoption of the 
schedule for ‘small dwellings.’’ Adopted.

The schedules under heads of ‘dwellings, 
stores, offices and workshops’? was adopted. 

Under the heading of ‘hotels, restaurants 
and boarding houses,”’ 

Mr. BURGWIN moved to amend to increase the 
rate on ‘‘bars without fixtures’ from $8 and $15 
to $10 and $25, which was agreed to, and the 
schedule as amended was then adopted. 

A motion was made to adopt the schedule un~ 
der the heading of ‘‘Pablic Buildings.’’ 

A motion was made to amend to reduce the 
rent on bath tubs from $10 to $5. 

An amendment was made to strike out all tax. 
Lost. 

Mr. McCanDLgss moved to fix the tax $15 for 
each public bath tub, instead of $10. Carried. 

The schedule as amended was then adopted. 

The schedule referring to public schools was 
adopted. 

The schedule under the head of Stables came 
next. 

Mr. McCuns moved to amend by making the 
item “Country Stable’’ read ‘*Public S:ables for 
farmers’ borses,’’ which was carried. 

The schedule as amended, with a few verbal 
changes, was adopted. 

The schedules under the head of “Steam 
Engines,”” ‘Fountains,’ and ‘Building Pur- 
poses,’’ were adopted. 

The last paragraph, assessing a tax on prop- 
erty, Where the water was not used, but in front 
of which the water pipes were laid, came up for 
discussion. 

Mr. LLorp said he had several times consult— 
ed the City Solicitor in reference to this matter, 
and thought it was legal and fair to tax the 
owners of property, where properry was benefit- 
ed by having the water so near at hand. He 
thought, bowever, in some cases, the assessment 
was not enough and in other cases it was rather 
too high. 

He moved, therefore, to assess a tax of one- 
half on houses fronting on ths streets having 
water pipe; atax of one-third on houses within 
1,000 feet of a fire-plug. 

The amendments were carried. 

THE WATER WORKS. 


The ordinance No. 10 in the calendar. “To 
provide for the completion of the new water 
works’’ was then taken up. 

The ordinance had been printed in the offi- 
cial papers and slips placed on the desks of the 
members. 

Mr, MITCHERL moved to consider the ordi- 
nance seriatim. 

The first section wasread providing for the 
appointment of a Water Extension Committee 
of three members of Select and four members of 
Common Council. 

Mr. LLoyp then moved to fix the tax on un- 
Improved property, fronting on streets where 
the pipe was lald, of not less than three, nor 
more than five cents per foot front. 

After some discussion Mr. Lioyd’s amendment 
was passed and the paragraph as so amended. 
Passed. 

Mr. CHALMERS thea moved a suspension of the 
rules and final passage of the ordlnance which 
was carried. 

Mr. LLOYD hoped the amendment would not 
prevail. He thougbt no business man would 
like tu trust a business of millions of dollars to 
twenty-four men, each with equal authority. 
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He thought a smaller number than even seven 
members would be sufficient for the committee. 
He thought five men would be sufficient. 

The amendment was then voted down. 

An amendment was made to strike out the 
words “in conjunction with the Presidents of 
Council,’ which would reduce the number to 
seven members. 

Mr. LLOYD moved to make the committee con- 
sist of five members, two from Select and three 
from Common Council. 

Mr. RAFFERTY moved to lay the amendment 
on the table. Not seconded, 

Mr. JEREMY was opposed to a small committee 
because it would be Impossible to get business 
men who were fit to be on the committee, who 
could find time to attend to the matter daily. 
A large committee, however, could appoint a 
sub-committee to attend to the matter. That 
mistake of a smajl committee had been the 
trouble before, 

Mr. MITCHBLL moved to amend to provide 
simply for the appointment of a Joint Commit- 
tee of Councils. 

The gentleman explained that he had offered 
fhe ordinance to harmonize differences which he 
understood existed between the Water Commit- 
tee and the Water Commission. He thought all 
the business appertaining to either the old or 
new Water Works should be given into the 
hands of a regular committee. 

Mr. LLOYD thought it was better to have a 
smajl Committee. He wanted to avoid this mat- 
ter of sub-committees. He wanted a small 
committee and then the Whole Committee could 
have a therough knowledge of the business go- 
ing on. 

Mr. JEREMY—Yes, it will be like it was be- 
fore; members of the Committee at watering 
places and the business going overboard. 

A yote was then taken on Mr. Lloyd's motion 
to reduce the Committee to five which was 
lost. 

The motion to strike out the Presidents of 
Councils was also voted down and the section 
as originally read was adopted without change. 

The Clerk read the second section, providing 
for the employment of a General Manager with 
assistants, all under the supervision of the Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. ScULLY moved to insert after the words 
‘General Manager’ the words, ‘a Civil and 
Hydraulic Engineer.”’ 

Mr. McCuNE explained that in all probability 
an engineer would be chosen, but the Committee 
thought it was possible that an excellent man 
mighy be had who was experienced in building 
public works, and who might not be a profes- 
sional engineer, and he might beemployed. The 
matter, however, ought to be left to the Com. 
mittee to choose the most competent man. 

No action was taken on the amendment. 

Mr. REED moved to amend after the words 
‘approval of the report by Councils,’’ by in- 
serting ‘‘and assent by’’ Councils. He thought 
the list should not only be approved by Council, 
but that Coune}] should eaplicitly give their 
assent before any officer was elected. 

Mr. ANDERSON put the amendment [n writing 
and i¢ was inserted as follows: ‘Provided that 
bo officer be elected without the approval of 
Counceil.’”’

Referring to the letting of contracts 
and providing that none be let without being 
passed upon by Councils, was read and adopted 
without change. 

Sxo. 9. Prohibiting any officer, assistant, or 
employee from being directly or indirectly in. 
terested in any contract, and making null and 
void any contract when it was found that any of 
them were interested. The section was adopted. 

Section 10, providing that all contracts shall 
be made in the name of the city, by the Com- 
mittee or a majority of them. Some discussion 
ensued upon this point. Some of the members 
eoutended that every member of the Committee 
should be compelled to sign every contract, but 
finally all amendments were withdrawn, and the 
section ag reported, requiring only a majority to 
sign, was adopted.

CONSIDERING APPROPRIATIONS. 
Mr. McCuns then moved that inasmuch as 
the most important business to be disposed of 
by Councils was the appropriations that the 


rules be suspended to consider the ordinance. 
The matter was considered, and Clerk Morrow 
hen commenced fo read. 
Mr. AIKEN moyed to dispense with the fur- 


ther reading of the ordinance, and to consider ' 


It seriatém Carried. 

The first section was read, which levied a gen- 
eral tax of four mills upon each dollar of valua- 
tlon. 


TAXING THE RURAL WARDS. 


Mr, AIXEN moved to amend by making the 
tax on the rural wards two thirds of the rates 
charged the old city districts, in accordance 
With the act of assembly. 

Mr. ATTEREDRY moved to also to include the 
South Side wards, 

Mr. JEREMY moved to lay both motions on 
the tabie. 

Mr. BURGWIN desired to he heard upon that 
point. He then proceeded to argue that the 
agreement with the rural wards and the old city 
districts, that the former should only pay two- 
thirds of the rate of taxation, was a contract 
that could not be annulled. It was a compro- 
mise by which consolidation was effected. Then 
further, he argued that the new Constitution 
did not affect this clause in reference to the 
two-third tax, because wheneyer the new Con- 
stitution did repeal any former Act of Assembly, 
there was a special specification of such Tepeal. 
Thts question would undoubtedly be raised, but 
Councils should not attempt to go back of their 
agreement with the rural wards, but should 
shee their contracts and let the Courts de- 
elde 

Mr. RAFFERTY desired to ask the gentleman a 
question in reference to certain benefits derived 


by the rural districts from their consolidation 
with the city, but 

Mr. BuRGWIN refused to yleld until his ar- 
gument was concluded. 

Mr, McCune desired to speak but the Chair 
decided all further ‘remarks out of order. 

PARLIAMENTARY. 

Mr, McCune §wanted to know why Mr. Bur- 
gwin had been allowed to speak on a motion to 
lay on the table. 

The Chair explained that a rule of Council 
was, that no motion te lay on the table should 
be put untit an advocate of the measure had 
been heard. 

Mr. Mcluns thought this was a wrong Inter- 
pretation of the rule. The rule was that no 
member at the close of @ speech should make a 
motion to lay a matter on the table, until an 
advocate of the measure had been allowed to 
speak upon it. 

The Chair held to his decision, and further 
gave notice that he would hold to a ruliag that 
had always prevailed in Councils—that if a mo- 
tion to lay an amendment on the table was car- 
ried, it would carry the whole matter with it, 

Mr. McCAaNDLEss rose to 2 point of order and 
said that ruling was against all precedent, and 
tended to befle the whole business, 

The Chair said that that imputation of his 
motives was repelled and given back to the 
gentleman from the Eleventh ward. 

Mr. MCCANDLESs said he intended no personal 
imputation of motives, but merely intended to 
say that the effect of the ruling baffled the whole 
business. 

Mr. CnuALMERs objected to the Chair's ruling, 
and wanted the Chair to be consistent. 

The Chair thought the gentleman from the 
Eighth ward could not teach the Chair consis 
tency in parliamentary rules. 

Mr. LITTELL said the ruling of the Chair was 
in accordance with all precedents that had been 
established in Councils. 

The Chair said the proposition was very sim- 
ple. The measure was before Council; an 
amendment to it was made; that amendment 
was laid on the table; and so until that amend- 
ment was finally disposed of, the original mea- 
sure could net be considered, as the amendment 
stood in its way. 

The debate on the Chair’s ruling here ceased, 
and Mr. Atterbury withdrew his amendment to 
include the South Side Wards. 

Mr, JEREMY withdrew his motion to lay on 
the table. 

The question next came up on the motion of 
Mr. Aiken, to exempt the rural wards of the 
city. 

A running debate then ensued upon the gen- 
eral question of exemption in accordance with 
the two-thirds rate. 

Some of the members contended that the 
South Side wards were entitled to the two-third 
rate, just as fairly as were the rural wards. 

Others contended that the city now stood on 
an equal footing, and that all should pay an 
equal rate of taxation, 

Finally, after an extended debate, the ques- 
tion came on Mr. Aiken’s motion. 

Mr. CHALMERS called the yeas and nays, 
which were as follows:

The first item was then passed, 

The second item was adopted. 

The third item was adopted. 

THE BUSINESS TAX. 


The fourth item fixing a tax of two mills, as a 
business tax was read. 

Mr. BRAUN moved to amend to make the tax 
one mill. 

Mr. ATTERBURY seconded the motion. 

Mr, BURGWIN was glad to see that the shoe 
pinched where it ought to. (Laughter. ) 

Mr. JEREMY moved to amend to make it one 
mill and a-half. 

The amendment was carried by a vote of 30 
to 17. 

Mr, AIKEN then moved to balance accounts 
by making reductions in the appropriations, as 
follows: from salaries, $5,000. Printing, $3,000. 
Police, $18,000. Contingent fund, $10,000, 
making a total of $46,000. 

The amendment, after some discussion, was 
adopted. 

Items 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10,-11, 12, 18, 14 and 15 
were adopted. 

Sectlons IIT and IV were adopted. 

Section V, making the appropriations and 
showing the estimate of receipte, was read. 

Mr. ZERN moved to take $500 from the appro- 
priation for the Monongahela Wharf, and add it 
to that for the Allegheny Wharf appropriation. 
Lost. 

Mr. McoKgE moved to take from appropriation 
No. 22, Roads, $10,000, and add it to appro- 
priation No. 5, Police, 

The motion, however, was withdrawn. 

The question then oceurred on the final pas- 
sage of the ordinance. 

EXPLANATIONS. 


Mr. McCarTHy, before that motion was put 
desired the Chairman pro tem of the Finanee 
Committee to make some explanation why the 
appropriations for the current year exceeded by 
nearly one hundred per cent., the appropriations 
for 1873. 1% would hardly doto let the ordi- 
nance go before the people, without some expla- 
nation. . 

Mr. McCune, in response, called attention to 
the fact that the appropriations last year had 
fallen short, and this year they had to make an 
appropriation of $112,750 to cover the defi- 
elency. Then there were the two items of Nos. 
25 and 26. which footed up $360,000, and which 
Councils were imperatively required to provide 
for the year. Last year the tax on real estate, 
which was estimated ata little over $350,000, 
fell far short; and this year these two items (26 
and 26) would take up that tax. The committee 


further had put the appropriations at what they 
would actually require, because they could not 


hereafter make appropriations for @ eficiencies 
and each year must be kept by itself. 

Mr. LITTELL said in this connection it should 
be remembered they had the iaterest to meet 
On $4,000,000 of water bonds. He was astonish— 
ed when he found by Col. Roberts’ report that 
notwithstanding this outlay the works were only 
about one-third completed. 

Mr. LaurmaN—I say here, and for all time, 
that the new water works have not cost four 
millions. One million dollars was spent by the 
Water Commiiee before a stroke of work was 
done. Then there is—or cught to be one million 
dollars in the Treasury. This leaves only two 
milllons expended on the works. And as for 
the works costing ten or twelve millions, I say 
that if they cost more than $4,500,000, somebody 
will have to steal a great deal of money. 

Mr. BURGWIN wanted to know what the item 
No. 30, Street and Sewer Improvement Fund 
meant. 

Mr. McCune explained that was an appro- 
priation made to cover claims of contractors, 
where the assessments upon streets already im- 
proved had uot been paid in. The contractors 
had been paid sixty per cent. as the work pro- 
gressed, and this was the balance. Some of 
these assessments were in litigation and it was 
not known how much would be realized from 
them, but in the meantime the contractors must 
be paid their bills. 

The explanations being concluded. 

Mr. McCune then moved a suspension of the 
Tules to pass the ordirance finally. He said he 
was well aware that if the rural members voted 
against it this could not bedone, but he thought 
these gentlemen should take into consideration 
the best interests of the city, and if they felt ag- 
gtieved at the ‘equal tax,’’ would take the mat- 
ter to Court iustead of bringing it into Councils. 
Mr. BURGWIN sald, for himself, he would not 
oppose the ordinance, He objected to the ad- 
dition of one.third to {axes in the rural districts, 
but as Councils bad passed upon the matter, he 
wou'd raise vo further objection in Councils. 
The question was then put, upon 2 suspension 
of the rules, which was earried. 

Mr. McOunE then moved to pass the ordi- 
nance finally. 

Mr. AIKEN called the yeas and nays upon the 
final passage of the ordinance, which resulted as 
follows;

AN ORDINANCE LEVYING TAXES AND MAKING 
APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE YEAR 1874. 


SkcTIon I. Be it ordained and enacted by the 
City of Pittsburgh, in Select and Common Coun- 
cils assembled, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, That for the purpose of 
providing sufficient revenue to meet the ordina- 
ry expenses of the city, to pay the interest on 
outstanding bonds, and to discharge all other 
liabilities now due, or which may become paya- 
ble during said year 1874, taxes shall be and 
are hereby levied and assessed upon all property 
and other objects of taxation as follows: 

1, Upon ail property taxable for State and 
county purposes, 4 mills upon each dollar of 
valuation. 

2, Upon all property taxable for State and 
county purposes within the limits ofthe city of 
Pittsburgh as it existed prior to the consolida- 
tion under the aot of April, 1867, one-half mill

upon each dollar of valuation, as a special tax 
for the separate indebtedness of said district. 

3. Upen all property taxable for State and 
county purposes within the limits of the former 
borough of Lawrenceville, one mill upon each 
dollar of valuation, as a special tax for the sep- 
arate indebtedness of said district. 

4. Upon all goods, wares and merchandise, 
and upon all articles of trade and commerce 
sold in said cityin any manner not herein 
otherwise provided for, one and a haif mills upon 
each dollar of said sales. 

5. Upon all sales of goods, wares and mer- 
chandise, and articles of trade or commerce sold 
by commission merchants in said city, two mills 
on each doilar of said sales. 

6. Upon the actual yearly sales of each and 
every person or firm engaged in the trade, busi- 
ness or occupation of retailing, for his, her or 
their benefit, vinous, fermented, or ditstitied 
liquors, fifteen mills upon each dollar of said sales. 

7. Upon the actual yearly sales of each and 
every person or firm engaged io the business or 
occupation of an auctioneer, two mills upon 
each dollar of said sales. 

8. Upon the gross commissions of brokerage 
of all merchandise brokers, forwarding aud 
commission meichants, not including commis- 
sions ov sales, fifteen mills on each doliar of 
said commissions. 

9. Upon the average line of discounts o 
brokers, banks and banking institutions, one 
miJl on each dollar. 

1. Upon the gross receipts of lasurance com- 
panies, insurance agencies, express companies 
and telegraph companies, three mills upon each 
dollar of said receipts. 

11. Upon the gross receipts of persons en- 
gaged in the business of keeping billiard tables. 
ten-pin alleys or bagatelle tables for public use, 
fifteen mills upon each dotlar of said recelpts. 

12. The schedule of water rents for the year 
1874 shall be as fixed by ordinance. 

13. Upon all property taxable for State or 
county purposes, one mill upon each dollar of 
valuation; also upon the yearly receipts of all 
fire, life and marine insurance companies or their 
agents, three and one-half miils upon the dollar 
of said receipts, to be used for maintaining and 
extending the fire department. 

14, Water works interest and sinking fund 
tax one ard @ half mills upon each doilar of 
valuation. 

Src. IL, Aud at the above rates the city asses 
sors shall assess said taxes, 

Src. III. That the amount necessary to pay 
the interest on the separate indebtedness of the 
old city and the borough of Lawrenceville, shall 
be taken from receipts from the special taxes of 
the districts aforesaid, and placed in Appro- 
priation No. 1, on which warrants shall be drawn 
for all interest accruing or accrued on the debts 
of said districts respectively. 

Sec. IV. That the balance of said receipts 
from said special taxes (after payment of inter- 
est), shallbe paid into a sinking fund for the 
district from which it is collected, and shall be 
used for the payment of the special debt of said 
district. 

Src V. That the revenue of said city for the 
year 1874, arising from the taxes, loanands,all oth. 
er sources, together with any moneysinthe treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated, are hereby ap- 
propriated for the following purposes:

THE FOUR MILL TAX, 

Mr. AIKEN then by permission offered a reso- 
lution instructing the City Solicitor to bring 
before the Courts the matter of assessing an 
equal levy of four mills throughout the city, in 
order to settle its validity. 

The resolution encountered opposition, its op- 
ponents contending that Councils had now noth- 
ing further to do with the matter. Ifany of 
the persons taxed were dissatisfied, it was for 
him to appeal to the Court. It was not the 
place of the law officer of the city to take the 


ee 


matter to Court when City Councils had levied 
the tax. 

Finally the yeas and nays were called on a 
motion to Jay the resolution on the table, which 
was carried by a vote of 27 to 25. 

SOUTHSIDE INDEBTEDNESS, 

Mr. MoCone from the Finance Committee 
offered a resolution authorizing a temporary 
loan for the purpose of settling the overdue 
claims of the South Side indebtedness, in an. 
ticipation of the special tax levied for the pur- 
pose. Passed finally. 

THE ‘‘ROBERTS’’ REPORT. 

Also, aresolution, authorizing the printing 
of 500 copies of the report of W. Miluor Roberts, 
on the new Water Works for general distribu- 
tion. 

Mr. MoCaRTHY moved to refer the report to 
the Water Committee. 

Mr. HARRISON moved to amend to refer to the 
‘Water Committee to have it printed, 

Considerable discussion ensued upon the mat. 
ter. 

Mr. MoCarruy thought the report already had 
cost all it was worth. 

Mr. McCune said Councils had ordered the 
Finapce Committee to engage experts to look 
into the work done on the new water works. 
The committee had done their duty by employ- 
{ow the best talent they could command, and 
the repori was before Councils. He thought it 
was 4 small business now, after nineteen-twen- 
tieths of the work had been done, to object to 
the small cost of printing. 

Mr, CHALMERS thought if it was a good repo 
it ought to be printed, and likewise if it was a 
bad report. The people ought to have a chance 
to know what the report set forth. 

Mr. McCarTuy said all the actual work that 
had been done by Milnor Roberts could likely be 
put in ‘one corner of youreye.’' The measure- 
ments had been made by his son, and the work 
was really done by Mr. Roberts the younger. 

Mr. McCune said that Mr, Milnor Roberts had 
supervision over the work, and no matter what 
he had done in the matter, he endorsed it as 
accurate, and if his reputation amounted to 
anything, they had that as a guarantee that the 
report was correct. 

Mr. WATSON wanted the report printed so that 
they could see ali that it contained. He had 
taken the newspaper abstract that bad been pub- 
lished, and was ready to criticise the figures 
there given. If there were more figures he 
wanted to see them, so that the whole matter 
might be before them for consideration. 

Mr. DARLINGTON had a word to say for Mr, 
Roberts the younger, He was a ehip off the old 
block and as as competent todo the part of the 
work assigned him as perhaps any man in the 
United States He could not be bought or ca- 
joled, and his father endorsed his ability, That 
ought to be sufficient. 

Mr. McCarTsy then said he desired to with- 
draw his remarks in reference to the younger 
Mr. Roberts. They were made from a momen- 
tary {mpulse, and he felt that the remarks were 
unwarranted. 

After some further discussion, the motion to 
refer the matter to the Water Committee was 
carried, al otber amendments being withdrawn. 


CLEANING THE STREETS. 


Mr. BRown, a resolution setting forth that as 
the street railroad companies of the city had 
not kept up to their contract to keep the streets 
in proper order, that all such breaches of con- 
tract be reported to Counells by the Street Com- 
missioners, in case they could not otherwise 
compel the companies to adhere to the contract. 

STOPPING THE WORK, ~ 

Mr. LITTELL offered the following: 

WHEREAS, As It is evident that the new water 
works are being constructed at a cost much 
greater than the estimates accompanying the 
plang and specifications, adopted and authorized 
by these Councils; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Water Committee be an- 
thorized, assisted by the Chief Engineer, the 


Mechanical Engineer, the Consulting Engineer 
and the Superintendent of the old water works, 
to investigate and point out all the deviations 
from the authorized plans and specifications, 
and by whom ordered and the reason therefor, 
and they shall also, with the approval of Coun- 
ells, stop all doubtful work until the plans are 
revised and harmonized. 

The resolution was passed. 

Council then adjourned.

REFORT OF THE BOARD, 
To the Honorable Presidents and Members of 

Select and Common Council: 

GENTLEMEN—In presenting in detail the 
fourth annual report of the operations of the 
Fire Department of the city of Pittsburgh, the 
Board of Oommissioners point with pride to the 
public record of Its efficiency, general good dis- 
oipline, and the known prompt and faithful per— 


formance of duty by its officers and men. It is 
believed that the Pittsburgh Fire Department is 
one of the best equipped and furnished, and 
one of the most ably conducted In the couutry. 
Certainly its suecess cannot be denied. With 
twenty-seven square miles of area to cover, and 
water facilities wanting in a portion of the ter- 
ritory, our losses during the past year have been 
far less, proportionately, than in any city in the 
Union. This, too, notwithstanding our great 
number of manufactories, mills, forges, factor- 
jes, and a due proportion of all kinds of work- 
shops, stores, &c., ag in other large cities. Ow- 
fog to the iarge extent of territory recently 
annexed to the city, all points have net been, as 
yet, fully supplied with the necessary protection. 
‘We have had an equal proportion cf alarms and 
fires with other cities, but the fact of compara. 
tive small loss ia not to be disputed. 
FIRES AND LOSS. 


As wiil be seen by reference to the very com 
plete and satisfactory exhibit of the Chief En- 
gineer, the total loss, so far as could be 
ascertained, was $211,937. This exceeds the 
loss of the year previons, but in the comparison 
the great enlargement of the city must be re- 
membered. The aggregate insurance was 
$674,690, and the net loss (property not in- 
sured) was $59,200. The number of alarms and 
fires was greater than for the previous year, for 
the reason already given. 

Your Commissioners do not claim the credit 
for the excellent protection afforded, but they 
ask for the officers and men of the department 
generally a just meed of praise. To the citi- 
zens of Pittsburgh, whom, through you we rep- 
resent, is due the credit for the liberality and 
countenance which has rewarded our humble 
efforts in establishing and conducting this most 
important department of the city government. 

We are pleased to report that the ordlnary 
expenses of our Fire Department are less, pro— 
portionately, than other cities. The year 1869 
opened with the necessity before us of supply— 
Ing adequate protection to the newly annexed 
East Eod and South Side districts. The four 
volunteer organizations then existing in Bir— 
mingham, East Birmingham, South Pittsburgh 
and Ormsby, and the valuable property held by 
them through the liberality and forethought of 
the citizens of these important manufacturing 
portions of our city, enabled us, in a fair mea- 
sure to peiform the duty devolving upon us 
until the proper and necessary steps could 
be taken for a thorough reorganization and the 
buiidiag, purchase and complete eqnipment of 
the needful campanies. Two engine companies 
and one hook and ladder company, with aliap- 
paratus, have already been provided for those 
districts. For one of these engine companies a 
new building will be erected early this year, the 
lot having already been purcha ed and paid for. 
During the year 1874 a building will be erected 
and an engine company organized inthe Thirty- 


sixth ward, the extreme western Hmit of the 
The Commission now own a lot for 


South Side. 
this purpose. 


In the East End an engine company and hook 
and ladder company have been provided, to- 
gether with a new building. A new and im- | 
proved hook and ladder truck has been ordered, | 
and other additions and improvements will be | 
made in the department from time to time, as! 


may be necessary. 
EXPENDITURBS. 


The total expenditures for the year, as will 
be seen by the report of the Secretary, given io 
detail amounted to $232,255.59. But of this it 
will be seen by the statem@ot of ‘extraordinary 
expenses’? that $121,838.70 was used for 
the extension of the Department oc- 
casioned by consolidation, leaving for actual 
running expenses $110,416.89, of which 
Salaries alone amounted to $90,752.91. O! the 
appropriation for the fiscal year, $280. 000, 
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the sale of property, old material, &c., under 
order of Councils, as given by the Secretary, 
shows a balance on hand of $7,819.83. This 
will be expended for the new buildings to be 
erected, and with the balance of the appropri- 
ation of 1873 for the same purpose, and the 
appropriation for the current year, $145,000, as 
allowed by the Board of Estimates, wiil enable 
us to complete the equipment of the department 
for the protection of the entire consolidated 
city, and pay all running expenses. 

THE ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


On account of the Fire Alarm Telegraph 
there was expended during the year $27,639.31, 
of which, however, $26,631.97 was on account 
of the extension of the telegraph to the new dis. 
tricts, leaving the running expenses, outside of 
salaries of employes (which are included in the 
salary account of the depariment,) $992.34. 
The total expenses of this branch are included 
in the general statement of expenses of the de- 
partment givenabove. The advantage and bene- 
fits of the Alarm Telegraph canuot bs too highly 
estimated, and all must admit that this system 
of notification of fires is almost perfect, and is 
an absolute necessity in a city so large as ours. 
The late extension of the telegraph, owing to 
the enlargement of the boundaries of the city, 


was, in length of wire, greater than the total 
length of wire previously in use. It is due that 
we should add thatthe management and conduct 
of this branch of the publie service, under the 
Superintendent and operators, has been excel- 
lent. 

Finally, your Board of Commissioners would 
say that they have eudeavored to conduct this 
department most efficiently at the least possible 
cost. They believe that it is the true economy 
to possess the best and most improved apparatus, 
and by these, judiciously located throughout the 
city, with intelligent and experienced firemen 
to work them, large fires willbe prevented. 

Matters pertaining to the improvement of the 
department, in behalf of the better protection | 
of the property and lives of our citizens, willbe | 
brought before your honorable budies, from time 
to time, as may be deemed expedient.

CHIEF ENGINEER WHITE'S REPORT. 
To the Honorable Board of Fire Commissioners: 

GENTLEMEN—TI respectfully submit the Fourth 
annual report of the operations and present 
condition of the department under my control. 
I present in detail a statement of the number 
of fires and causes thereof, the losses, the aggre— 
gate insurance on property destroyed or 
partially destroyed, and the net loss 
so far a3 could be ascertained. Also. a 
full list of the employes attatched to 
the department, with thea names, rank, age, 
residence and occupation, together with a sched- 
ule of property held by each company at this 
date, and a table showing the number of fires, 
losses, insurance, ete., for the past four years. 
The Departmeni consists of a working force as 
follows: Thirteen foremen, ten engines, ten, 
firemen, fourteen drivers, fourty-four hosemen, 
ten laddermen, two tiliermen and four telegraph 
operators, in all, with the Chief and Assistant 
Chief Engineers, Secretary, Storexeeper and 
Superintendent of Telegraph, of one hundred 
and twelve men. 

We have the following apparatus: 

Ten steam engines, fen one-horse hose car- 
riages, and one one two-horse hose carriage, 
two reserve steam engines, six extra hose car- 
riages; one buggy and two buck wagons, for 
Chief and Assistant Engineers; one fuel wagon; 
one alarm telegraph wagon; three large wagons 
for hauling and exercising horses. 

Forty-four horses are owned and employed 
in the department.

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CONDITION OF DEPARTMENT. 

I take pleasure in stating that with the assist. 
ance of the Board and the prompt and faithful 
performance of duty by the men, the operations 
of the past year have been most successful. The 
department, so far as it extends, is in excellent 
condition. I am pleased to know that the 
Board will soon provide for the proper pro- 
tection of the parts of the consolidated 
eity not yet reached, and would urge its speedy 
accomplishment. I recommend the Board to 
take advantage of all new appliances that may 
be invented for the extinguishment of fires, 
believing that the use of the best and most 
approved apparatus is true econemy on the part 
of the city. The adoption of the use of heaters 
in the engine houses, for the purpose of keeping 
hot the water in the boilers as contemplated by 
the Board meets my hearty commendation. 
The money, therefor, will be well expended. 

Our engine companies hayo always been com- 
plimented for the rapidity with which they raise 
steam upon notification of fire, but with water 
always heated additional time will be saved. 
From the breaking out of a fire every moment 
is precious, and the aid of a few minutes gained 
will often save thousands of dollars. 

In this connection it is due that I should com— 
mend the management of the Alarm Telegraph, 
It has not yet failed to do its work throughout 
the year. The fact that but twelve entirely 
false alarms were given during the year, shows 
how well the arrangements made by the Com- 
mission to guard against frands upon the De. 
partment have’ worked. 

FIRES. 

The accompanying statement shows that the 
whole number of alarms during the year was 
227, the number of fires 212, the total loss 
$211,989, the aggregate insurance $674,690, and 
the amount of insurance recovered $152,789, 
leaving a net loss of $59,200. These items are 
greater than during the previous year, but it 
must be remembered that from the great en- 
largement of the city an increase was to be ex- 
pected. Considering the immense manufac. 
turing interests of Pittsburgh, we haye had a 
notable immunity from disastrous fires, there 
being during the year but four instances 
where the loss exceeded ten thousand dollars. 
The Fire Department is not expected or in- 
tended to preven!, but to extinguish fires. With 
@ sufficient nuinber of companies to supply the 
consolidated ci.y as already contemplated by 
your honorable Buard, the Department as or- 
ganized, with the excellent alarm telegraph 
system in use, must, in my opinion, prove still 
more successful than heretofore. Having a 
notification ofthe breaking out of flames within 
a reasonable time thereafter, and a sufiicient 
supply of water, I claim that the Department 
will prove efficient in preventing conflagrations 
or disastrous fires. The test of the efficiency of 
the Department ig in the matter of loss under 
reasonably favorable circumstances, as stated, 
and without reference to the number of fires. 

INSURANCE. : 

It is not necessary for me to say to the Board 
that we have great difficulty in getting accurate 
information regarding losses and insurance, but 
as this report is to be published for the infor— 
mation of the public, it may do good to call at- 
tention to the matter. Experience has shown 
that many persons exaggerate their losses 
aud report a lesser amount of insurance than 1s 
correct. The amounts given in the statement 
accompanying this report have been carefully 
gathered, but Iam confident that, for the rea- 
son stated, the losses given are rather over than 
under, and the amount of insurance under 
rather than over the true amounts. I regret also 
to say that the insurance officers of our insurance 
companies do not take that interest in the de- 
partment which they should do, or which is done 
in other cities. There could be mutual good 
done, but while the companies, ag well as citi- 
zepa and property holders, derive benefit from 
our efficient department, the former give no aid 
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or countenance to us. During my recent visit 
to Baltimore to attend the Convention of Fire 
Department Engineers of the country, I found 
with pleasure that the underwriters took a deep 
interest in the proceedings and were anxious to 
get all information regarding the different do- 
partments, their effective force, success, &e. 

I recommend the purchase of a truck with 
ladders sufficiently long to reach the highest 
building in the business portion of the city. 


ACCIDENTS. 


During the year there were but three serious 
accidents to members of the Department as 
follows: 

April 15th— William Redpath, driver of En- 
gine No. 6, while responding to an alarm from 
Box 47, dropped the lines, accidentally, and fa 
attempting to regain them, fell to the ground 
and was run over. He was confined to the 
house about four months and unable to again 
resume bis poslilon. 

October 6th—Jeremiah Murphy, telegraph re— 
pair man, fellinto a pit at Smith’s pipe foun- 
dry. Severely injured about the head. Confined 
to the house two weeks, 

October 7th—William Miller, member of Hose 
Company No. 10. The hose carriage collided 
with a coal wagon and was upset. Mr. Wilson 
was ruh over by the wagon and suffered a com. 
pound fraction of an arm. He was off duty 
three months. 

In closing my report I take occasion to return 
thanks to the Board of Commissioners for their 
support in the discharge of my duties, and tor 
the uniform kindness of one and all, to the As- 
sistant Chief Eogineer for his most efficient aid 
and constant zeal in behalf of the interests of 
the Department and city, to the Secretary for 
courtesies extended, and tothe firemen for their 
ever ready and prompt performance of duty.

Mr. Fox moved to consider the ordinance ser- 
talim. 

Mr. FULTON moved to concur in the action of 
Bolect Council. 

Mr. Durr objected to a concurrence, and cal- 
led the ordinance up, accordingly umder the 
rules as new business, 

The CHAatrR said an objection being made that 
the point urged was correct and that the ordi- 
Nance came up as new business. To pass it fin- 
ally then in one day, there wculd have to be a 
suspension of the rules. He wanted the matter 
fairly considered, and hoped that there would 
be uo effort madeto stop a discussion of the or- 
dinance. 

Mr. FUL1ON moved to suspend tbe rules to 
consider the ordinance on its third reading. 

The motion was carried by a vote of 25 yeas 
to 6 nays. 

THE ORDINANCE TAKEN UP. 

Mr. Fox then renewed his motion to consider 
the ordinance seriatim. 

Mr. FULTON renewed his amendment to con- 
cur with the action of Select Council. 

Mr. AULL hoped the motion would prevail, 
There were important matters in the ordinance 
which shculd be considered. He thought Com. 
mon Couneil should carefully consider the ordin- 
ance before passing upon it finally. 

Mr. FULTON said {t was au absolute necessity 
to pass the ordinance this week, or else they 
would have 10 money to pay the city’s expendl- 
{ures for 1874, and the city government would 
be locked. If Common Council! made one 
amendment, then Salect Councii would have to 
Pass upon that again, and so the whole matter 
would be defeated. He would'nt make sucha 
wholesale motion as this but that the ordinance 
had first been fairly considered by the Finance 
Committee and then by the Select Council, and 
was long enough before the people for all the 


members of Common Council to consider it. 
He thought as the ordinance had received such 
consideration, and had been, after a long dis— 
cussion, passed ia one branch of Councils, where 
every point was discussed, that the other 
braneh would do no discredit to itself by con- 
curring. 
PRESIDENT NEGLEY OPPOSES. 

Mr. NecLey (Mr. Fulten in the chair) said 
the argument of the gentlemen (Mr. Fulton) 
would carry out the idea held by select Council 
last year—!hat Common Council was merely a 
coneurring branch. 

The gentlemen then proceeded to reply to the 
argument of Mr. Fulton, and said that if the 
ordinance was well considered by the Finance 
Committee, then the Select Council must not 
have given it the proper consideration, for they 
had made changes which materially affected 
certain departments of the City Government. 
For instance, the Seleet Council had cut down 
the appropriation for the police $18,000, and 
had made other changes of equal importance. 
These were sufficient to show the fact that there 
| Was not an unanimity of sentiment. 

‘ The gentleman then offered the following as 
an amendment to section Ist: 

“That the millage be as provided in the ap 
propriation ordinance, excepting that those dis- 
tricts marked by the law of 1868 (city code, 
page 49, section 19), and afl other lands in the 
eity used for agricultural purposes, shail be 
classed as ‘rural,’ which shall pay but two-thirds 
there of.” 


ABOUT CONSOLIDATION. 

Mr. AULL seconded the amendment. 

Mr. NEGLEY continuing, reviewed the consoli- 
;dation act—which he stated was prepared 
| Secretly, and was put through the Legislature in 
1867. Ia that act a vote of the people was 
required. The outside wards—or the East End 
as it Is known now,—voted against the conscll- 
dation, but the old city voted in favor of that 
consolidation. The rural districts went to the 
Legislature for a4 repeal of the act, and the case 
Was argued before the Committee. This result- 
ed in the act of 1868, in which the two-third 
tax compromise was agreed upon, and in that 
shape the bill of 1868 was passed as a contract 
between the two parts of the city—the old city 
and the new wards. 

That compromise was agreed upon fairly, 
after due consideration, and by no rule of equi- 
ty or justice could the contract be broken. 

The gentleman then proceeded to argue the 
legal points in the case as laid down by the City 
Solicitor, and contended that the new Constitu- 
tion did not affect the contract, as had been 
held by the Solicitor, but that the act of 1868 
wagas valid, so far as the two-third tax Was con- 
' cerned, as the Constitution itself. He contended 
that the Constitution did make classes for taxa- 
tion and in support of that proposition, quoted 
from the Bible, from the Constitution itself, and 
from numerous precedents, to show what was 
meant by the term ‘‘gubject,’’ as used In the taxa- 
| tion clause of the new Constitution. His argument 
was confined chiefly to the legal aspects of the 


‘of the rural districts was so patent, it didn’t 
need any argument. 

Mr. SEIBERT, thought the consolidation hav~ 
ing been forced upon the outer wards, undera 
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case,—as he contended, the justice of the claim } 


solemn contract that it was but the part of 
honor and justice to abide by it. And he could 
not see how any man, who considered the mat. 
ter as a question of right, could do otherwise 
than vote to give the rural wards the benefit of 
this two third rate. There seemed to be a mis- 
apprehension ameng the gentiemen from the 
South Side. They seemed to think that, as they 


' yoted themselves into the city under the full 


taxation, that no other district should be ex~ 
empt. They forgot the contract with the East 
End District. He hoped these gentlemen would 
not so mistake the case, They had voluntarily 
voted themselves in under the full taxation, The 
tural wards io the East End had, however, made 
au express contract, and under that had come 
into the city. And now all they asked was that 
that contract be honestly carried out. 
“AND THE SOUTH SIDE TOO.”’ 

Mr. Woop thought there were not many gen- 
tlemen on the floor of Couveils who would argue 
against the fairness of the demands made by 
the niembeis from the rural wards. It was per- 
fectly fair if they came in under a contract, that 
contract should be honored. He thought also 
that the exemption should go further, and in- 


‘clude all those wards or parts of wards where 


they did not get the benefit of police, fire 
alarm, &c. 
Mr. McCoRD said if Mr. Negley’s amendment 
included the South Stide he would vote for it. 
The CHatR said, under the lat®er clause, all 


' parts of the South Side that were used for agri- 


culfural purposes would share the benefit of the 
amendment, 
Mr. Fox said he belonged to a ward that was 


' not included in the privileges of the two-thirds 
| vote, and as he looked at the matter hs could 


not see the fairness in reducing the taxation ia 


| districts where they got all the benefits of the 


city. He did think, however, it would be well, 
if it was possible, to make a discrimination in 
favor of those wards which did not get the ben- 
efit of the police, fire alarm, water, &«. He 
would favor an amendment of that kind if it 
could be made. He did not think that there 
should be an exemption in favor of the rural 
wards alone, but that all unsettled portions of 
the city should be treated alike. 
THE TWO BRANCHES. 

Mr, FoLrTon said he had urged the immedtate 
passage of the ordinance, because the act of 
Assembly compelled Councils to pass it before 
the close of February. 

President NE@ueY—‘‘Well, then I say that if 
we must pass it, we had better pass it at once, 
aud then adjourn. If we are nota deliberative 
body, why then we may as well quit.’’ 

Mr. FULTON continuing, said Common Coun- 
cils was a deliberative body, but in the matter 
before them they had not time for delay. They 
must act at once, and he contended, under all 
the circumstances, that the ordinance was the 
best that could be adopted, no matter how long 
they deliberated. 

In reference to the argument of a ‘'contract’’ 
with the East End, the gentleman contended 
that it was an absurdity to say that such a con- 
tract could be made fo exist forever. When the 
districts were first consolidated there was an 
agreement that there should be a two-third tax 
on the farm lands which were not then settled, 


and which had but very little benefit of the city. 
It was different, however, now. Some of these 
districts were now as thickly populated as 
Fifth avenue, and the property was almost as 
remunerative as the property in the heart of the 
city. He thought it didn’t take much perception 
to see the absurdity of claiming exemptions for 
the property out there that had now the ad- 
vantage of the city. Theprivileges which these 
districts got the benefit of last year cost $35,000, 
which was more than all the taxes that these 
districts paid into the City Treasury. 


THE BENEFITS. 


Mr. MORRISON sald the gentlemen who argued 
in favor of an equal tax did not forget to harp 
upon the ‘‘advantages’’ derived by the rural 
districts from their consolidation with the city. 
There was the Twenty-second ward, which, in 
extent, was larger than the whole extent of the 
original city before the consolidation. Then 
Fifth avenue ran along one side of this ward, 
and because it was paved and a line of gas 
pipe strong along it, with a few gas iamp3; here 
and there, it was asserted that the whole ward 
was benefitted. He couldn't exactly see where 
the benefits came in for the whole ward. 

After some further discussion a vote was 
called, the question being on the amendment of 
Mr. Negley. 

A motion was made to lay the amendment on 
the table, but it was withdrawn. 

The vote was then taken by yeas and nays, re- 
sulting as follows:

The CHAIR said it struck out all districts but 
the East End, and so was a new amendment.

of, they shall mark such property rural; and 
upon all property situated within the limits of 
the city so marked, the taxes levied under 
section 1, 13 and 14, shall be but two-thirds of 
the rates established in such items. 

After some discussion, Mr. FULTON claiming

THE POLICE APPROPRIATION.

Several members thought this matter could 
easily be arranged again,—the transfer made as 
it was needed. 

The Cuatr decided that this could not be done, 
and read a provision from the new Constitution 
which he thought, prevented all transfers of ap 
propriations. 

Mr. Durr said that the Police Department 
could not be run during 1874 for less than $225, 
000, and it had been cut down to $207,000. He 
thought the ordinance should not be rushed 
through because they had no time to wait. It 
was not the fault of Common Council that there 
was delay, and they should take time to con- 
sider. 

The yeas and nays were then called on the 
gentleman’s amendment which resulted as fol- 
lows:

THE ‘* NATION'S’? FUND. 

Mr. ZeRn offered the following:

Trust Company are indebted to the City of 
Pittsburgh in certain sums of money which, 
they believe to be amply secured by bond and 
mortgage, and 

Whereas, There are a large number of indi- 
vidual depositors in said bank who are in very 
needy circumstances. Therefore, 

Resolved, That the city of Pittsburgh waive 
their right to the dividend on the amount now 
collected by the Receiver and allow said amount 
to be divided to the individual depositors as 
soon as it ean be done with the consent of the 
Court. Referred to Finance Committee. 

Mr. McCune, from the Finance Committee, 
offered a resolution approving of the collateral 
security offered by the Nation Trust Company, 
upon condition that the bank pay the notes now 
due in Philadelphia, amounting to $99,000, and 
return to the city the bonds held as collateral for 
the same. The resolution was read three times 
and passed finally. 

Mr, LITTELL being called upon, said that the 
collaterals had been very carefully examined by 
a sub-committee, who engaged legal assistance, 
and they were considered to be amply sufficient 
to make the city safe. 

Mr.‘MoCune also offered a resolution in- 
structiag the City Treasurer and Controller to 
charge the Nation Trust Company with the 
amount of the notes paid by the city, for the 
bank. Passed finally.

Mr, BRAUN called up the ordinance regulating

Mr. BRAUN moved to amend by striking out 
twenty of the twenty-five members increased 
over 1873, 

Mr. McCANDLESS moved to fix the number at 
231—the same as last year. Lest. 

The amendment of Mr. Braun was then ear: 
ried. This made the force consist of 236 men. 
The ordinance as so amended was then passed 
finally. 

Mr. GALVIN moved to take up the ordinance 
in reference to the payment of election officers. 
The rules were not suspended. 

Unfinished business from Common Council 
was then taken up and disposed of as follows:

ed. §. C. concurred. 


A LEGAL QUESTION. 

Ordinance for improvement of Dallas avenue, 
Fifth avenue, Fraukstown avenue, Frazier street 
and Kelly streot. 

Some discussion ensued upon this matter, the 
point in dispute being whether the city could 
make an assessment in accordance with the 
Penn avenue act under the new Constitution. 

Mr. MoCone objected to the ordinance, on 
the ground that there was a serious question, 
whether the city could, under the new Constl- 
tution, levy assessments under the Penn avenue 
act. 

President Gross (Mr, LITTELL in the Chatr) 
made a lengthy speech in advocacy of the ordi- 
nance, and claimed that the policy of the mem_- 
bers from the old city was to tax the property- 
holders and residents in the Hast End ag 
heavily as possible,-and then refuse to allow 
them to have any benefits. The East End did not 
ask the city to pay for the improvement of the 
streets, but merely to loan its credit upon the 
bonds issued, and take as security first liens on 
property that was quadruple the value of the 
bonds, He thought the spirit manifested in 
reference to granting improvements to the East 
End was narrow, selfish and unfair. 

Mr. MoCANDLEsS contended it was not a mat- 
ter of ‘‘spirit,’? but a matter of law. He wanted 
to know who was to pay for these streets in case 
they could not make an assessment under the 
Penn avenue act. 

After some further discussion the City Solicitor 
was called upon and stated that he would advise 
the passage of the ordinance in order that the 
matter might come into Court and a legal 
decision be obtained. If the ordinance was 
passed, he would advise the Controller not to 
issue the bonds; then the Commissioners could 
apply for a mandamus and thus the whole 
matter would have to be legally settled. 

Mr. McCanpiess offered an amendment to 
the ordinance,—providing that the Controller do 
not issue the bonds under the ordinance until he 
was directed so to do by order from the Court, 

Mr. Cuatmers raised the point that the 
amendment was out of order, Inasmuch as an 
ordinance couldn’t be passed under conditions, 

The Chair said he was in a peculiar position. 
He did believe the amendment was not 
proper, but as it was a matter in which he was 
largely interested, he referred (the question of 
order to the House. 

The Council by a very decided vote, declared 
the amendment out of order. 
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Mr, LirrE.y then moved the previous ques— 
tion, but it was not secouded, 

The question then came up in the passage of 
the ordinance, and concurring in the action of 
Common Council. 

Mr. McConE objected. 

Mr. LITTELL moved to suspend the rules.

The President announced a quorum present 
and business in order. 

RECONSIDERING. 

Mr. McCunz rose to a question of privilege 
He called attention to the fact that at the last 
meeting of Councils a resolution had been 
passed ordering the payment of $4,947 from the 
Contingent Fund, on the contract for the grad- 
ing of Devilliers street. Hesaid the work was 
done under the sixty per cent. ordinance, 
which had been since repealed. He had inves- 
tigated the matter, and found that the whole 
bill of Munn & Co. was $12,000, and that they 
had already been paid $7,500. This was more 
than the sixty per cent. to which they were en- 
titled, and as the work had not yet been com- 
pleted, he thought that they ought not to get 
auother cent until the whole coutract was ful- 
filled. Ho therefore opposed the payment of 
the amount asked by the contractors, which 
was not due until the work was done. 

The matter was discassed somewhat, several 
mombers statiog that they had voted for a war- 
rant for Messrs, Munn & Co., ander the Impres- 
sion that the contract had been completed, and 
that the bill was recommended. 

A vote was then taken, and the action in ref- 
erence to ordering & warrant was reconsidered. 

The question then came up on the question of 
concurrence with C. O, in ordering the payment 
of the Dill. Latd over temporarily.

Mr. McCune presented the following:

LIBERTY AVENUE. 


The Chair announced that the business before 
Council was the consideration of the ordinance 
in reference to a change of grade on Liberty 
avenue. 

Mr, BURGWIN moved to suspend the orders of 
the day to permit the consideration of the re- 
mainder of the calendar. He explained that it 
was not probable there would be any opposition 
on these matters, and they ought to be disposed 
of as so as to get them off the table. Then the 
Liberty avenue ordinance could be considered 
and discussed, 

The motion was voted down. 

Tho Chair then announced that the ordinance 
authorizing a change of grade on Liberty avenue 
was on its second reading. 

Some discussion ensued upon the ordinance. 

Mr. AHLBORN contended that the change 
should be made as If it was not done the improve. 
ment on Penn avenue would be ruined, and the 
property owners there would be compelled to 
have the grade of Penn avenue raised at a great 
cost to themselves. 

President Gross (Mr. Lloyd) in the chair 
contended that the grade of Penn avenue some 
day would have to be raised; it was too low now, 
and its change was only a matter of a few years 
time. He thought then it was all folly to spoil 
the grade of Liberty avenue, simply to accommo. 
date Penn avenue which was already spoiled. 
The gentlemen further argued that if the change 
proposed on Liberty avenue was made, that it 
would entail a great and useless expense on the 
property owners on Liberty avenue; it would also 
render the Thirty-third street bridge practically 
useless, 

Mr. SMITH read a couple of remonstrances, 
one from parties interested in Liberty avenue and 
another from property owners on Denny street, 
who objected to any change. He sald also that 
the matter had been faiily considered by the 
Survey Committee and they had endorsed the 
grade as it was now fixed. 

Mr. McCune said there was a mistake about the 


remonstrances from the property owners. The | 


name of Mrs, Denny was not on any of these 
remonstrances and she owned three-fourths of 
the property affected. He also said he bad ob- 
tained figures from a civil engineer, Mr. Devlin, 
who had made careful estimates, and whose 
figures showed that the proposed change of 
grade to be the fairest compromise between al} 
parties interested. He said it wasa mistake to 
say that the change would ruin the Thirty-third 
street bridge as a thoroughfare, but the grade 
bow established would make the bridge almost 
inaccessible from the Penn avenueside. Then 
the grade as now fixed would destroy property, 
the damages for which would aggregate hun. 
dreds of thousands of dollars. He thought asa 
Matter of justice that the grade should be 
changed. 

Mr. Burewin sald the matter had been be 
fore the Survey Committee, and that they had 
—after hearing all the facts—indorsed the 
grade asestatlished. The gentleman spoke at 
some length on the matter, holding that the 
parties most directly interested opposed a 
change of grade, and that any change would 
involve a great expense and would spoil the 
avenue. 

Mr. Watson sald he lived on the avenue and

had made the matter a careful study, and was 
satisfied that a change in the grade should be 
made. If the present grade was allowed, it 
would involve a loss to property owners of three 
or four bundred thousand dollars. The change 
ought to be made to accommedate all the prop- 
erty affected. He combatted the idea that the 
bridge would be Fpoiled, as the property own. 
ers in the netghborhood proposed to extend 
Forty-fourth street up to the bridge; that 
would render the grade level to the bridge. 

A vote was then taken upon the ordinance 
to its third reading, which was carried affirma- 
lively. 

A motion was then made to pass the ordin- 
ance finally and called the yeas and nays, 

Before the motion was put Messrs. Chistett 
and Rafferty spoke in favor of the grade as at 
present established and in opposition to the 
grade. 

The vote was then taken the yeas and nays 
being calied with the following result;

So the ordinance for a change of grade was 
voted down, and the grade as at present estab- 
lished allowed to remain.

First Charge—The salary of Mr. Smith as Gas 
Inspector, not belpg payable out of the City 
Treasury, the holding of the position does not 
render bim ineligible as a member of Councils, 
In this your committee are supported by tho 
written opinions of J. F. Sagle, Esq, Jate City 
Attorney, and A. M. Brown, Esy., which are 
hereto annexed and made part hereof, 

On the S:eond Charge—Your committee find 
from the testimony that the‘ Pipe Contract’’ was 
awarded to Wm. Smith, and the pipe are manu- 
factured at the National Pipe Foundry, which is 
carried on under the name and style of Wi liam 
Smith & Son, but for the sole use and benetit of 
Wom. Smith. That the interest of R. H. Smith 
lo said firm fr, to use the language of one of the 
witnesses (Wm. Smith), ‘No loterest other than 
the name —is prospective in case of my 
death. Simply use the name of Wm. Smith & 
Sons as I expect to leave this cour try some day 
and I want my sons to carry on the business 


| after my death, and my sons have no intereast,"!

” “Therefore your committee recommend the dis- 


missal of the case, there existing no lagal 
grounds for ousting Mr. Smith.

The report was received. 

Mr, LLOYD moved to adopt the report and to 
discharge the Committee. 

Mr. McCaRTHY, upon this question, said there 
was a discrepancy somewhere. Mr. Wm. Smith 
swore that his son Roland was not, in fact, a 
member of the firm, but was only so prospective. 
ly. In another instance before the United States 
Courts, Mr, R. H. Smith had sworn that he was 
a co-partner in the firm of Wm. Smith & Sons. 
The speaker wanted to know which side to be- 
lieve. 

By request the Chair read the report again. 

Mr. LITTELL said that they had nothing to do 
with outside matters. They had only to act 
on the report from this Committee, and he 
thought they had nothing to do with outside 
insinuations. 

Mr. Burewin called for the reading of the or- 
dinauce which reguiated the manner of dispos. 
ing of the report of any Committee in the mat- 
ter of contestei seats, The ordinance provided 
that the report of the Committee should be final 
and con¢lusive, unless a motion was made to sst 
it aside, and the motion decided affirmatively by 
a two-third vote of the members elscted 
to the branch of Council interested. 

Mr. BURGWIN then spoke in reference to 
charges which had been mace and said that 
Counci's had nothing to do with insinuations not 
supported by facts. That the Committee had 
held public meetings and any gentlemen inter- 
ested had a right to bring the facts before them 
That be had heard about ‘that affidavit’’ in- 
numerable times during the past four weeks but 
he had never seen it. If it was so important he 
could not conceive why it was not brought be- 
fore the Committee. 

Mr. MoCartay—I did offer it toa member 
of the committee and he refused to take it. 

Mr, BurGWIN—Did you take it to the Com 
mittee. 

Mr. McoCartHy—No sir, but I offered it toa 
member. 

Mr. BorGwiIn—That wasn’t the proper way. 
It should have been brought before the commit- 
tee when they were in session. A private mem- 
ber had nothing to do with it. 

Mr, HUNTER said all the parties bad a fair 
hearing, the committees gave the largest lati- 
tude to the contestant; it was not however 
their business to go around hunting up every 
little rumor. They gave full notice of their 
meetings, and then acted upon the evidence 
brought before them. 


“Mr. Lior said the Committee had gone over 
the whol» ground and found that the only inter- 
est Mr. R. H. Smith had in the firm was pros- 
pective; Just the same interest as the heir to an 
estate had in it while his father was living. As 
for any evidence of an affidavit, that was not 
handed to the committee, He had not seen it, 
either individually or in committee. They 
had accordingly acted on the facts before them. 

Mr. LauFMAN said the affidavit had never 
peen handed to him. 

Mr. MITCHELL said he had never seen it, and 
he demanded the gentleman to say who re- 
fused it. 

Mr. MoCarTHY—Well, if the members want 
to know I'll tell them. It was Mr. HUNTER. 

Mr. HuntsR said he did mo _ such 
thing. He (McCarthy) offered an affidavit 
of the kind in the Water Committee, 
when they were discussing the ‘Pipe 
Contracts,’’ but he (Hunter) did not consider he 
had anything to do with it as an individual. If 
the gentleman wanted it to be considered as 
evidence, he ought to have brought it before the 


Special Committee in Mr, Smith’s case, and he 
(Hunter) had told him so, 

Mr, BURGWIN said that Mr. R. H. Smith aga 
prospective heir to his father’s estate and busi. 
ness, was not in the meaning of the law, a mem- 
ber of the firm. There need be no argument on 
that. 

Mr. LirTe~y said he would vote to sustain 
the report, but to get the matter fairly on the 
record moved to set aside the report and called 
for the yeas and nays. The motion was sus- 
tained, and a yote being taken resulted as fol 
lows:

Also, by permission, report of Water Com. 
mittee on the boiler contracts. The report set 
forth that the contract had been let to Messrs. 
Snyder & Co., they being thea lowest and best 
bidders. 

Mr. CHALMERS moved the adoption of the re- 
port, and approval of the contracts. 

Mr. BREED objected, and was granted leave 
to explain his objections, which were in sub. 
stance that the style of boilers chosen was not 
the right kind—being among the worst class 
manufactured. Then, too, heovjected to letting 
the contract for thirty-two boilers, when there 
was only one engine to be kept running, and

MR, SMITH'S RESIGNATION. 


Mr. Watson, a petition against the reception 
of the resignaiion of R. BH. Smith as a member 
from the Sixteenth ward. 

The petition was largely signed by voters of 
the ward irrespective of party politics, 

A motion was made to lay the paper on the 
table, but this was considered a discourtesy, and 
the motion was modified so as to receive the 
paper. 

Mr. Watson moved to suspend the rules to 
reconsider the vote by which Mr. Smith's re- 
signation had been accepted. 

After some discussiop, during which it was 
stated that Mr. Smith would not serve again, the 
motion to suspend the rules was voted down.

Mr. MoCanrny raised the point of order that 
it would require fifty-four votes to suspend the 
rules, according to the city charter. I¢ required 
three-fourths of all the members. 

Mr. CHALMERS called for the reading of the 
gentleman’s authority. 

Mr. MoOagray referred to the act of 1869, 


Mr. BURGWIN read the act of 1872, which re- 
pealed the old act, and specified: ‘'Three-fourths 
of the members present and voting.’’ 

Mr. MocaRTaY—Well, I did’nt know of that 
act. 

Bo the resolutions were amended. 

Mr. AIKEN moved to go into Committee of the 
Whole to consider the resolution. 

The motion was carried. 

Mr. LLoyD was called to the chair. 

Mr. JongEs moved the adoption of the resolu- 
tion. 

The chair called for any remarks. 

Mr. McCanrruy called for the reading of the 
resclution agais, which request was complied 
with by the clerk. 


THE FIPE CONTRACT. 


Mr. AIKEN said that the whole matter rested 
on a technicality. There had arisen a techni- 
eality in reference to the contracts made by the 
late Water Commission and the Controiler, under 
advice of the Ci:y Solicitor, asked Councils to 
ratify these contracts soas to make him in every 
event justifiable in paying the bills ordered by 
the Water Committee. Some of the contracts 
had been ratified already, and this prospective 
action was merely making them all geod alike. 

Mr MOCARTHY made av extended argument 
against the resolution, The burden of his ar- 
gument was that ff the resolution was passed 
Councils would transcend its power—ioasmuch 
as it would attempt toratify and validate one of 
the contracts—the pipe contract—which they 
had no power to validate. The Legislature had 
declared in the statute law of the State that no 
contract could be let to any firm where a 
member of Council was either direcily or indf- 
rectly interested therein. This pipe con- 
tract he held to come under the restrictions 
in that law, and Councils could not validate it. 
He further said that there were nine hundred 
tons charged in this pipe contract estimate that 
had never been contracted for except “by word 
of mouth, and privately at that.’’ He thought 
Councilmen, if they voted to sustain such a con- 
tract, would be personally responsible. The 
whole matter ought to be left for settlement by 
the Courts where it was now. 

Mr. JONES said he had the highest authority 
for stating that the change in reference to that 
«900 tons of pipe’? was not true. All the plpes 
were made and delivered in accordance with 
the regular contract. The only pipe made with- 
ont special written contract consisted of fifteen 
or sixteen prices of fifty inch pipe made 
under the orders of the Mechanical Engineer 
for a special purpose, which amounted only to 
about eighty tons, and cost between $4,000 to 
$5,000, and the contractor lost money on them. 
That was all there was in this charge of ‘illegal 
Lipe bills.’ 

Mr. HUNTER corroborated this statement and 
said that when this matter was before the Water 
Committee, the engineer had been appealed to, 
and positively denied that any pipe had been 
made or delivered, or payment asked for, out- 
side the proper contracts. The gentleman from 
the Eleventh ward heard that statement made 
in Councils and had examined the records there, 
and he (the speaker) could not see in the face 
of such facts, how such a statement could be 
made. 

Mr. MoCouns said that this whole matter had 
been so thoroughly canvassed, that it was not 
necessary to go over the ground again. 
In all this discussion he had not heard any 
charge that there Lad been any fraud in getting 
this contract or fraud in its fulfillment. The 
contract perhaps, owing to the change in the 
metal market, had proyen unfortunate for the 
city. It was a fairlymade contract 
however, and it had been Hved up 
to faithfully by the firmof Smith & Sons, 
and the city could do nothing else but live up to 
ils part of the agceement, It was an honest 
debt and shouli be paid. It was all folly to 


talk of waiting the slow process of litigation. No 
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business man in the city at the present time could 
stand that, and the firm ought not to be kept 
out of their honest dues, Just because of dishon- 
orable quibbles. The gentleman concluded by 
offering an amendment to satisfy every possible 
contingency. The amendment provided “that no 
bills be paid for pipe or material that are not 
included within the contracts hereby ratified. * 

Mr, M’CartHy reiterated his statement that 
there were nine hundred tons of pipe that were 
not contracted for, but for which pay was 
asked in these bills. The gentleman could 
easily satisfy themselves of this by going into 
the room of the Water Committee and looklog 
over the reccords there. The pipes were there 
charged up in black and white, and the engi- 
neer who sald the charges were not there for the 
pipes, “lied like adirty dog.’? The speaker said 
the great cry was to save Smith & Son; the ery 
cama from creditors who had no regard for the 
the cily’s interest, so long as they gathered 
intheir own money. He would like to pay the 
bill, if it wasa fair one, but could not vote 
away the City’s money to pay for work illegally 
done or not done at all. 

Mr. LitTsLL went over the whole ground 
again and argued that the contract was fairly 
made and ought to be paid;just as every hon- 
est business man met his obligations, no matter 
whether they were fortunate or unfortunate for 
him. The city ought to come up to the mark in 
this case. 

The question then came up on Mr. McCune’s 
amendment, which was passed. 

The resclation as amended was adopted. 

Mr. AIKEN then moved that the Committee 
rise and report the resolutions with an affirma- 
tive recommendation to Councils. Carried. 

Councils then resumed its regular session. 

Mr. LLOYD, chairman of the Committee of the 
Whole, reported the resolutions as recommended 
by the Committee. 

The report was then adopted by the following 
yote :

Mr. ZERN called for a report from the Finance 
Committee in reference to the request of the de- 
positors of the Nation Trust Company, asking 
the city to waive its claim on the first dividend 
of the company, and allow the depositors to get 
their money. 

Mr, McCune explained that the proposition 
had been submitted to the City Solicitor, and as 
soon as the l°gal status of the city with refer. 
ence to it had been ascertained, the Finance 
Committee would decide the question. 

Mr. CHALMERS, from the Water Committee, 
presented a bill for $3,980 from the Mononga- 
hela Water Works. Tae Committees recommend- 
ed that Councils order the bill paid out of Con- 
tingent Fund. Referred back to the Water Com- 
mittee.

valued members, whose cfficial labors for the | 
Welfare of Pitttsburgh covered a period of twen- 
ty years, and were during that time earnest and | 
unremitting, often self-sacrificiug, and attended 
with the best results. 

Resolved, That to the personal ability and un 
ceasing exertions of the deceased was due the 
successful extrication of the city from some of 
the most critical financial difficulties that ever 
beset it; and that his experience and honest | 
purpose were tothe last a beneficent investment | 
in controlling its affairs. 

Resolved, That we unite with the community, | 
and particularly with ail leading industrial in- 
terests, in deploring the death of one of whom 
it may be said with literal truth that his place 
cannot be filled. 

Resolved, That in token of the sincere sorrow 
of these Councils, the Council Chambers and 
Municipal cffices be draped in morning for thir- 
ty days, and that the Councils attend the funeral 
in a body. 

Resolved, That all the Municipal offices be 
Closed on Thursday, April 16, 1874, the day ap 
pointed for the funeral of the deceased. 

Resolved, That as a small and inadequate but 
most heartfel: tribute to the memory of Wil- 
liam Phillips, these resolutions be entered upon 
the minutes of the days proceedings, and furth.- 
er, that copies thereof du'y engrossed be fur- 
nished all the journals of Pittsburgh for publi- | 
cation, likewise to the family of the deceased, 
and one copy framed and hung in the Select | 
Council Chamber. 

Pending the adoption of the resolutions, re- 
marks were mada as follows: 

SPEECH OF MR. FUITON. 

Mr. President: Thad no intention of saying 
anything, and Ido not know as I can say any- 
thing befitting this occasion. Yet, I feel that 
we should, as members of these Councils, give 
vent to our feelings in some mannerto show 
the appreelatton in which we held the deceased | 
in his life-time. Wehave met together here as 
members of the Councils of the city of Pitts- 
burgh to commemorate and to mourn over a 
life which has just been closed, and a 
life, too, which, perhaps, has never had! 
a parallel in the annals of the city of 
Pittsburgh. The deceased, Colonel William 
Phillips, has been, for many years, identified 
with these Councils, with the city government, 
with the business interests of the city in all their 
Tamifications in almost all their departments, 
and his conduct in eyery sphere in which he 
moved was that of an upiight, honest, worthy 
and exempliry citizan. Words cannot express 
the honor which is done to him as a man of 
business, and when we come to review his char- 
acter as a Member of the city municipal gov- 
ernment, ft stands honored as high and honored 
as unparalleled as a private citizen. 

He commenced in private life, like many of us 
in the lower walks of life, at the foot of the 
ladder, and by his indomitable energy and 
power, and industry and integrity, he won his 
way to the highest circles, He stood among the 
Loblest and greatest and most honest business 
men, not only of Pittsburgh, but of the State of 
Pennsylvania. This all comes from the intrinsic | 
merit of the man himself. It was no acei-} 
dent that raised William Phillips from the 
poor boy to the man of wealth, and 
power and frflueoce. I; was his own power, 
and his own integrity, and his own energy. 
Thus he was an example to every citizen of | 
Pittsburgh. His life shauld be remembered not 
ouly by every citizen and member of Councils, 
but his example should be held out by us, as co- 
temporaries in these Councils, and commended 
a3 au example to be followed by young men and 
boys; and bis character as a member of Csun- 
cils, and his conduct during his whole life, I am 
free to say, are equally laudable. 


He has been identified, asI said before, with 
th se Councils for about twenty years. His 
abilities when he came into these Councils, as I 
am informed, gave him at onee a leading posi- 
sion. His sterling honesty and his judgmert 
gave bim ir fiuence and power, and made him a 
leading man in Councils, and made him cne that 
was looked up to, and one whose opipions were 
asked for on all subjects, and whose aid was 


scught when the city was in peril, when 
her finances were low fand  iunovclved 
in difficuities. Years ago, every member 
of the then Councils of the city of 


Pitssburgh, and every citizen who had her wel- 
fare at heart, looked to him. We owe, perhaps, 
to the deceased, Col. Wm. Puillips, more than 
to any other man who ever lived in the commu- 
wity. His hand was always open; his ample 
means, his energy, and his Judgment, and all 
the powers he possessed were devoted at all 
times to the interests of the city of Pittsburgh 


and the welfare of his fellow citizens. It might 
be said that as a muvicipality, he was wedded to 
the city of Pittsburgh, becaused she never look- 
ed to himin vain. His purse was always at 
her command, and his advice and his 
good offices always at her service. 
He has at various times, in yearg that have 
passed, and witbio the past few months, been 
severely and perhaps urjustly reflected upon by 
some. But I believe that events that bave fcl- 
lowed have justifisd him in every public act that 
he has ever done in the City of Pittsburgh. The 
lapse of time and the current of events have 
demonstrated that in his public life he was al- 
ways right. Thatis my opinion, and I think 
it is the opinion of the public to-day. Not only 
in times that are passed, in the financial and 
municipal troubles of the City of Pittsburgh, 
but in our late difficulties the record of Wil- 
liam Phillips stands before the public to-day, 
justified and commended by all. 


‘TRUE TO HIS TRUST.”’ 


Mr, LaufMan said he could not Jet this op- 
portunity pass of saying such words as his 
heart prompted him to say. He had long been 
acquainted with the deceased, and was proud to 
say that he was alwaysa friend. He did not in- 
tend to pass 4 eulsgy upon the deceased. His 
past record was the best tribute that could be 
given to hismemory. He felt like saying thatin 
past troubles, when Col. Phillips was assailed 
and his motives impugned, that he was true to 
his trust, and he knew that he took the side of 
the innocent, and defended them against the 


assaults made by an excited public. Time woul} 
establish this fact, and he felt like saying that 
in the darkest hour the speaker felt the strong 
power of his aid and influence. 


A TESTIMONY TO WORTH 

Dr. McCanDLEss said he did not propose to 
make any extended remarks, but when he 
looked at that vacant chair he could not help 
but bear testimony tothe worth of the deceased 
T* is often said that when a great man dies his 
place can be filled, but that chair ean never be 
filled. The deceased possessed a heart over 
flowing with love for his fellow man. The 
speaker bed been associated with Co!. Phill'ps 
for eighteen years, and in all that time he could 
bear testimony that the deceased always labored 
for the best interests of the city. The highest 
tribute he could bestow was that Col. Phillips 
was a man. 


NO OPPRESSION OF THE POOR. 


Mr. LitTELL said that he had called upon de- 
ceased when on his sick bed, and in conversa 
tlon with him on the Water R-nts qnestion he 
had said. ‘Make no changes which will oppress 
the poor.*? That was the character of the man. 
He was watehful of the interests of the lowly as 
well as the rich, and he felt that he could not 
say a word of eulogy. The people to day in the 
whole eity are willing and able to bear testi- 
mony to his worth as a citizen and public bene- 
factor. 
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A YOUNG MAN'S TRIBUTE. 

Mr. Fox said that although but little ac- 
quainted personally with the deceased be knew 
him well through the medium of the public 
prints, and such had been his admiration of the 
man and of his upward career that he felt like 
adding his few words to those who had spoken 
before, because Colonel Paillips had always 
evinced an earnest desire to see the,prosperlly 
of youth, aud in his demise the young men of 
the city too mourned the loss of one who was 
their devoted friend. 

YEARS AGO. 

Mr. Joun ADaMs said he knew the deceased 
almost as long back as he could remember. He 
knew him as a journeyman, a3 an employer and 
a3 an extensive manufacturer, In al the varied 
walks of life he had found him a true man. He 
spoke of the valuable services rendered by the 
deceased, and closed by a fitting allusion to his 
social character. 

A DIRE CALAMITY. 

Dr. Durr said that his acquaintance with the 
deceased began when he was advocating the 
organization of a paid fire department. Col. 
Phil'ips was then contending for the payment 
of the Volunteer Firemen: because, he said, 
they were ruining the morals of the young men 
of the city. From this it would be seen that 
the gentleman not only looked after the 
bodily wants of the poor, but he also had an 
eye single to their moral condition. In April, 
1845, Pittsburgh suffered from a dire calamity 
from which it was thought she never could re- 
cover, But she had recovered. Could she ever 
forget the calamity of April, 18747 In 1845 we 
lost our houses and buildings, merchandise, &c., 
but in 1874 we bave lost integrity, honor and 
ability. We may build houses in a day or week, 
but we cannot erect such a man as Col. Phill ps 
in a short time. During the late financial 
trouble he had labored earnestly to uphold the 
credit of the city and to save upwards of one 
hundred business men from bankruptcy. He 
thought that they could notdo too much by way 
of eulogizing such a man. 

There being no disposition on the part of the 
members to say more, the resolutions were 
unanimously adopted by a standing vote. 

The following was offered by Mr. Fotterman: 

Resolved, That the family of Col. William 
Phillips be requested to permit his remains to 
be laid in state in Municipal Hall, op Thursday, 
April 16 b, 1874, between the hours of 10 o’clock 
A M and 12 o’clock M 

The resolution was passed, and Councils ad- 
journed to meet again this afternoon at one 
o'clock.

The speaker sald he had since looked 
Over the contract and could neither find page 3 
hor the words which were quoted. They were 
Cot in the contract at all, but did appear In the 
advertisement for proposals, which was no part 
of the contract iu any sense. There was a 
clause in the contract, however, which held the 
Engineer to a position just the opposite. That 
clause was found on page 24 of the official con- 
tract which contained the words “It is hereby 
understood that with the exception of such in- 
Structions and corrections as the Engineer, un- 
der the provisions of this is entitled to make the 
terms aud condittons of this contract, or any one 
of them cannot be dispensed with, or rendered 
in any sense null and vold without the written 
Consent of the said party of the first part, at- 
tached to or indorsed un this agreement, speci- 
fying what modifications may have been agreed 
upon.’

It had since been 
paved with wooden pavement, and the company 
did uot desire to be compelled to pat down that 
kind of pavement, but would agree to repair tae 
street with cobble stone according to the origi- 
nal contract. 

After consideratle debate a motion was made 
to refer the ordinance to the City Solicitor and 
Railroad Committee, which was lost.

The President announced that the tirst busi- 
ness in order was the ordinance providing for 
the erection of a bridge over the Monongahela 
river, from the Polot to the South Side. 

Mr. THOMPSON moved that it be passed finally. 

Mr. MILLIGAN made @ statement regarding 
the authority of the city, under the new Consti- 
tution, to erect the bridge, claiming that the 
debt of the city was not up to the Iimit fixed by 
the Constitution and that hence the construc. 
tion of the bridge, conceded to be a great 
necessity, could be proceeded with. 

Mr. SEIBERT made a speech of considerable 
length in opposition to the bridge. He alleged 
that the receipts of the Jones Ferry Oo., which 
now gets the traffic that would cross the pro- 
posed new bridge, instead of amounting to $60, - 
000 per annum, he was confident did not amount 
to that sum in five years. Bridges he alleged 
did not pay during the first years of their exlst- 
ence citing as proof of his assertion the his. 
tory of the various bridges erectad within the 
mits of the city. And the cost of building 
this proposed bridge he also averred would come 
off the poor people of the city. The South 
Side he sald had already received a great many 
benefits from consolidation, but the speaker 
could not see the necessity for the clty to fuifill 
the promises made by politicians in favor of the 
Point bridge. 

Mr. ROBINEON tnequivocally denied the as. 
sertion of Mr. Seibert regarding the recelpts of 


aged thelr ferry boats for tea years, aud the re- 
ceipts for one year were $29,000, and he did not 
take half the business he could have got. Inre- 
gard to the opposition of the Coal Exchange Mr. 
Robinson said the gentlemen comprising if were 
in a large measure interested parties and not to 
be considered in connection with the matter. 
Dr, Woop said that the opposition of ths Coat 
Exchange was a matter for after consideration, 
but he would oppose, all the time and with his 


latest breath, the srection of a bridge that would | 


interfere with the navigation of the Monongahe- 
la river, Ho matter if it lost him all bis friends 
on the South Side. The coal men, he said, had 
rights wiich are eutitied to protection. 

Mr. Fox claimed that the bridge is not a South 
Side measure, but is for the good of Chartiers 
valley which wouid reap the most benefit from 
it. He said the interest on $1,000,000 the esti- 
mated cost of the bridge, at 7 per cent. per ao- 
bum, is $70,000, and that in order to pay off 
the indebtedness in. twenty-five years as pro 
posed, it would require annual receipts amcunt- 
ing to $125,000, which he did not think the 
bridge would bring. 

Mr. THomMPson and Dr. Mo7orp also spoke 
in favor of the ordinance and were followed by 
Mr. MILLIGAN, who stated that the receipts from 
thetwo ferry companies operating from the 
Point to the South Side, as returned to the In- 
ternal Ravenue collector, were $20,000 per an- 
nom from one and $29,000 from the other, 
making a total of $49,000. Add to that sum 
$10,000 the amount expected to be taken from 
the Smithfield street bridge, and it would in- 
crease the total to $59,000. Mr. Milligan said 
he had plans and specifications for a single 
span wire bridge, ninety feet bigh, to cost only 
$350,000, yet the opponents of the measuie 
talked about the bridge eosting a million of dol- 
lars.

THE NEW WATER WORKS. 

Mr. N&@LEY alxo, the following. 


New WarTEeR Works, 2 
PIrTssuRGu, June 27. 1874 4 
To the Honorable Select and Oommon Councils 
of the City of Pittsburgh: 

The undersigned citizen wishes to submit to 
your honorable body the following stutement of 
facts for your consideration, to wit: 

J. L. Lowry, in his annual report on the 
water works engine foundations, for January 1st, 
1874, says be has about 1,800 perches of ma- 
sonry laid in the foundations. 

Now, that there was that amount of stone de- 

Iivered at the works at that time, may be true, 
as there had been some 300 perches delivered 
by Douglas, and 168 car loads delivered from 
Shade’s quarry; also 81 car loadsa from Coll’s 
quarry; but that 1,800 perches was laid, is not 
so clear by any means. In fact such was not the 
case. 
He also says in the same report that upwards 
of 4,600 perches have been quarried and cut at 
the quarries, An assertion that is, to a very 
great degree, without foundation in fact, as 
there were bat very few stone cut atthe quar. 
ries, except what was at that time, and are atiil 
at White Rock, about 1,550 perches in all, 1,250 
of them gotten out by Douglas. 

As proof of this, I will refer you tothe fact 
tbat only 267 car loads of dimension stone has 
been delivered sincethe first of January up to 
June lst, 1874 Which, after deducting the 
1.550 perches at White Rock, from the 4,600 
perches claimed to be cut at the quarries, leaves 
8,150 ready for delivery. Which, divided by 
the 267 car loads, all that has been since deliv- 
ered, would show nearly twelve perches to the 
ear load, thus making about twenty-four tons to 
the load, whilst the standard load of the rail- 
reads is ten tons, 

Agaln, tf there wag that amount of stone there, 
to wit: January 3lst, 1874, what has become of 
all the stone quarried and cut in the first five 
months, cone of which were at Coll’s quarry 
June 13, (the only place at which there is being 
any quarrying done for that work), Mr. Low. 
ry’s assertion that the rubble and block stone at 
sald quarry is estimated at one thousand perches 
to the contrary notwithstanding; there was ab- 
solutely no dimens:on stone at the quarries, 
with the exception of White Rock stone, at that 
time. Hence if there was 3,150 perches at that 


time, (January Ist, 1874,) ready for delivery, 
and they exhausted all the capacity of the 267 
car loads since shipped, (and certainly the ave- 
rage of 12 perches to the car load Is very liberal 
on the part of the railroad,) it follows as a mat- 
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it took to deliver 3,150 perches of dimension 
stone: and we have for all thls expenditure of 
$24,000 2,448 parches of rubble stone, costing at 
the rate of $9.80 per perch quarried and loaded, 
whereas equally good stone can be delivered at 
the foundation on the cars, for $1.75 per pereb. 

There seems therefore no escape from the con- 
elusion that the statement made in the annual 
report, that upwards of 4,600 perches was cut 
and quarried at the quarries was untrue, or that 
the whole of the subsequent time (five months) 
ata cost of $24,000, was spent for almost 
nothing of value to the city. 

Choose ye, therefore, which horn ye will of 
this dilemma. 

APPROXIMATE CALCULATION, 

Owing to the want of statements of the work 
done or stone delivered; and want of reliability 
of such statements as have been made, It is 
simply impossible to arrive at anything like an 
accurate estimate of the work actually dona, or 
the stone delivered, only as you can approximate 
it by the car loads of stone already delivered, 
which, on examination of the Allegheny Valley 
Raiiroad records, proves to be about 460 loads 
of dimension and 301 loads of rubble stone.— 
total, 761 loads, And we will, in order to do no 
injustice to any one, suppose that the railroad 
did allow them to load ten perches to the 
car, which would make nearly two 
standard loads, and there would now 
be delivered on the work 7,610 perches, 
to which add 200 perches delivered by Doug- 
lass, and we have in all 7,910 perehes of stone 
actually delivered—all of which are supposed to 
have been laid at the time the report for May 
was made, except 1,200 perches of cut, 
and 200 perches of rabble, which he claimed in 
that report was still on the ground and not laid, 
and we have as the amount actually laid 6,410 
perches, whlch is supposed to be considerably 
less than one-half of the masonry in the work, 
at a cost of onehundred and seventy-four thou. 
sand dollars—the amount expended since tha 
work was taken from Douglas—or an average 
per perch of twenty-seven dollars and fifteen 
cents FOR ALL KINDS, 

WHAT IS YET TO BE DONE. 

Ic is supposed that there will be in the entire 
work 14,000 perches of masonry of all kinds, 
which would leave yet to be done, 7,690 perches, 

But as the preparations for the work are 
mostly made, and as there was 1,500-perehes of 
stone delivered, and 1,550 quarried and cut at 
White Rock, it is probable that (he remaining 
7,590 perches under the same management, can 
be done at considerably less expense, Bay $20 
per pereb of all kinds, equal to $151,800, mak- 
ing the entire cost of the foundations without 
any building on them, including what was pald 
Douglass, ($23,000) equal $348,800, 

And as to the time it willtake to complete the 
work, at the rate of progress made since the 
first of April—there have been shipped from 
that time to June Ist, 275 car loads, or 188 car 
loads per month. Atthe same rate as above, 
(10 perches to car), making 1,380 perches per 
month, thus requiring five and one half months 
to furnish the stone. But as the railroad has, 
to my certain knowledge, determined not to be 
so liberal in the size of loads, it may even take 
longer than that time and cost more money than 
[ have stated- 

COMPARISON OF COST.

By direction of the Prestdeut the clerk 
read the report of the Viewers on the Sylvan 
Avenue bridge, as followe: 

To the & lect and Common Council of the City cf 

Pittsburgh: 

GENTLEMEN; Agreeably to a resolution froin 
your honurable body, that the Board of Viewers 
shouid visit the territory which might be assessed 
to pay for the construction of Syivan Avenue 
Bridge. 

The Board, In company with the City Engi- 
heer, went on the ground, and Look Into causid- 
eration all the property wuich should be assessed 
and found, from am cursory examination, some 
481 acres on the east of the bridge, also, some 
138 acres, including the ‘‘Linéen Land Co.,"' in 
all 619 acres. 

Tha contract price of the bridge is satd to be 
$42,933. To meet this amount the acres would 
have to be assessed at about ¢03 per acra, and 
the feet, front on Syivan and Greenfield ave- 
Hues, at about fifty cenia per foot. 

This asressment the Board think excessive, 
and would likely meet with opposition from 
those asesssed. 

Shou'd the Board be called upon to make the 
Basessment on the above conditions, care shall 
be taken to make the assessment as equitable 
as possible, The Board take the liberty of re. 
markliog that a large portion of the above terri 
tory bas already been assessed upon for tha 
Greenfield avenue bridge.

Mr. WatT:con thougnt even ff the contract was 
abacdoned, that ihe loss wonld pot be so very 
beavy, as the iron and wood in the bridge 
could be sold as weil as the material purchased 
by the contractor to complete the job. That 
would materiaily reduce ths lose, and would 
be betier {han having to pay the whole bill fur 
the bridge. 

Mr. SHiPron thought It would be datter, even 
now, tu stop and lose half thao to lose all in the 
ead. H-, therefore, offsred the follo wing:

He 
thought that Councils should fret bave the Board 
of Viewers make su estimate of assessments, 
and then the Cuuociis could see whether it would 
pay to goon with any contemplxted improve 
ment. Eo this way they woul! always kaow 
what they were abvut before entering lato any 
new work, He proposed hereafter to vote 
assinst all street improvements apless they came 
pefore Councils in this way, and the people 
assessed were willing to pay forthe improve- 
ment, The experience which Councils had In (hese 
matters lately ought to ba sufficient to convince 
them that the greatest circumspeetion should

be used In ordering improvements, without hay- 
ing ® definite idea where tha moncy was to 
come from fo pay for them. 

Mr. FETTeRMaN sald if the city went to mak- 
ing aSsessmeuts on ‘acreage’ i¢ would be tread- 
{og on very dangerous ground. H+ bad a case 
in the Bupreme Court teo years ago, wherein 
assessments had been made on the acreage for 
the Improvementof Washington avenue and the 
Supreme Court had decided such assessment to 
be unconstiutional. He was opposed to ‘‘acre- 
age’’ assessments therefore, and hoped the elty 
would not got Into any trouble of that kind.

THE ‘“GuarDIans ’' 


Mr. Zan, by leave, offered the foliowing: 

Waeusas, There have been compiaiots from 
time to time, coming from citizens in not get- 
ting rellef in their cases, and, whereas, There 
fe a general complaint about the maaner of 
doiog business at the Guardians of the Puvor, 
therefore, 

Resolved, That the Guardians of the Poor be 
requested to extend ald aod help in all extreme 
cases upon the recommendation of auy knowa 
aod reputable eltizen of the ward in which sueh 
ald is needed. 

Reselved, That a copy of the foregoing pre. 
ambie and resolutions be sent to the office of 
the Guardians of the Poor. 

Mr, ZeeN in explapation stated that a man 
came to him the evening before, who had been 
working formerly and earned $9 per week, and 
pala bis taxes regularly. Sickness came upom 
bis family and the small pittance of his earnings 
was swept away in getting medicine acd proper 
food for his family. That evening ove of his 
children died and the } oor man had not a cent 
wherewith to bury the body. Hecsine to Mr. 
Zarn who went with him to the cfica of the 
Guardians of the Poor, and there he fouad the 
Seeretary of the board and two members. He 
made known the extreme poverty of the ap- 
piicant, which was received by the Guardians of 
the Poor with derision, and they refused to de 
anytbing in the case, He told them that he wae 
a Cooncliman and fully responsible for what he 
said, and he was answeied that they did not 
koow tor care for C.mociimen or anybody else. 
They Qoally lcft the poor office convinced that 
there were hard-hearted men at the head of the 
Board. Mr. Anthony Meyer furnished the ecofia 
and the neighbors contributed and the child waa 
buried. ‘*Now,’’ sald the speaker, “what de 
Ws pay our poor taxes foif Is it to make the 
old grannies in the Board get rich and fat om 
the faterest of the fonds under tneir eon.

tro? Isay gentlemen itts an outrage on the 
public, and the sooner ijt. is ventilated 
fully the better. They say they don’t know 
Councilmen. They know them we.} enough 
when they come around to be elegted by us. 
Such cases as I have Just mentioned occur every 
day.- I would have worded the resolutions 
stronger, only I did not know that we had any 
control over them, but this is sufficient to show 
the people how their poor taxes are used. The 
county is different Jn this; the child of a poor 
emigrant woman died in the Union D2pot, and 
the body was buried at the expense of 
the county, and our city Poor Board will not 
even tak» charge of our own poor. Ir is an 
cutrage, ’* 

Mr. RaFFertY said that he had heard of a 
great many such cases as those mentioned by Mr. 
Zen ‘Tbe Poor Board wants to keep big 
valances on hand,” 

The Chair—+ Yes avd draw the tnterest there- 
from.’’ [Applause from the lobby]. 

Mr. LiitELL, ‘ A recita] of such hard: hearted 
ness makes me shudder, aod the blood freez> ip 
my veios even on such a hot day asthis. Lt 
us hereafter elect Guardians who have hearts in 
them.’’ 

De. McTANDLESS spoke in defense of the 
Board, and said that the members of the Board 
shou'd not be made responsible for the actions 
of thet’ S-cretary. 

Mr. ZeRN—‘‘Toere were two members of the 
Board pre-ent when I was there.” 

Mr, AIKEN—“The Board ts responsible, for 
they know how the Secretary has acted hereto 
fore in such cases. Ic is done with their knowl- 
edge.’’ 

Mr. BRAUN stated that the Mayor and police 
had great cause to complain of the actton of 
the Board. Frequently men die in the lock-up, 
who perhaps might have beep kept alive if 
taken care of by the Poor Board, as they should 
be, but the Board invariably refused to give ald. 
Oily a few weeks agoa poor German was found 
lying on the corner of St, Clair avd L'berty 
sireets and brought to tbe lock-up. In spite of 
the Poor Board being sent for threeor four 
times tv take the man to a hospita', they re- 
fased, and the pol ce cfilzers at their own risk, 
they having po authori'y in the matter, tock him 
to the hospital, but he died. If he had been 
taken care of soover he might have lived. 

Ma. Watson—*I am only sorry that the re. 
solutions are not worded strong enough In con- 
demnration of the Guardians.” 

Mr. McCune asked to be excused from voting 
on tha resolutions, as he did not thinx Councils 
had authority. He believed, however, there 
were cases in which there were proper grounds 
for complaine. 

Mr. Bratn related an instance where he 
kpew the Board had refused aid in a case of ex 
treme necersiry. 

Mr R 1. NEGLEY, said these complaints eame 
from reputable citiz-ns atd he was as!onished 
that Councilmen did not want to vote on the 
motion. He thought as Councils ¢i-cted the 
Board, they should also censure the Board for 
Boy neglect of duty. 

The paper was then amended by striking out 
the woids ‘from time to time” in the preamble, 
Qod <5 50 amended, passed. 

RESIGNATION OF MR. MO’CARTHY. 

Mr. Movantny rising to a question cf priv- 
J} ge, called attention to a ciause in the Wallace 
bill, wh'eh prevented any member of Council 
from leasing city prop rty, and said that as he 
Was io possession of a.poriion of the city wharf, 
he did oot consider it proper for him to hold his 
seat io Council. He therefore tendered his 
resignation. 

Mr. Mo"axpLEs3, In moving an acceptance, 
expressed bis regret at the retiracv ef bis col 
Jeague, aud paid tributs to his ¢fMisiency, asa 
Coune!lman. i 

The resignation ,was then acespted and the 
Mayor ordered to tssue a proclamation fora 
special election to fill the vacancy in the repre- 
Qcntation frcm the E‘eyenth ward.

TRANSFER OF THE RESERVOIR CONTEACT 

Report of the Water Committee on the 
transfer of the Hiland avenue and Brilliant 
Hill reservoir contract to Jacob H. Walter. 

Mr. NEGLEY, Mr. Thompson in the chair, 
made the following speech in opposition to 
the transfer of the contract in the way pro- 
vided for in the report of the Committee. 
Gentlemen of the Common Council: 

I am opposed to the approval of the trans- 
fer of the contract with the city by C. How- 
ard & Son in the form proposed, and believe 
that we should not, ia the manner indicated, 
approve thereof. It is stipulated in the 
contracts that the whole work thereunder is 
to be complated by the 15th day of Novem- 
ber A. D., 1873, and on failure thereof the 
city has the right to deduct and retain out 
of the moneys which may be due or that 
may become due, the sum of $100 for each 
and every day the work remains uncom- 
pleted over and beyond the time thereim 
stipulated, as liquidated damages. 

I believe that if we approve this transfer, 
&s requested, we approve of the delay and 
hence relinquish our right to make the de- 
duction and retain our damages out of such 
money. 


THE LOSS ON STONE. 


At is admitted, and I am informed the 
City Attorney has a9 stated, that this trana- 
fer will not cover the loss on the large quan- 
tity of stone that was ecatimated and 
wrongfully paid for on delivery at Haight's 
Run as and for Brilliant Hill reservoir, in- 
nites of “in place” as required by the con- 

act. 


Tam informed and believe that such esti- 
mates amounted to upwards of $50,000, and 
hence there would be a Joss to the city of 
that amount or more. 

Tam informed and believe that such esti- 
mated stone or a large portion of it, instead 
of being used in the reservoirs, have been 
used by the contractors in the construction 
of their private railroad for transmitting 
stone from said Run to the reservoirs. 

IT have been informed and believe that a 
large amount of the said stone was trans- 
mitted from said Run to the Brilliant Hill 
reservoir, after the contractora were noti- 
fied that work on that reservoir should be 
abandoned. 

I have been informed and believe that all 
stone for either reservoirs are dropped at 
Haight’arun, and thence transmitted by 
the private railroad to the works. If this be 
80, and the contracts not allowing of any 
estimates to be made on stone, except in 
place, why should not Mr. Walter be com- 
pelled to use this stone already estimated 
and paid for, in the Hiland avenue reser- 
voir? Is he not the surety for C. Howard 
& Son, that this shall be—and if surety,—is 
there any good reason why we should re- 
lease him therefrom, when he wishes to as- 
ie C. Howard & Son’s place as contrac- 
tor? 

But it will, no doubt, be argued that the 
Civil Engineer (perhaps by the direction of 
the Water Commission) gave to C. Howard 
& Son estimates at Haights run, for stone 
to be used in the Brilliant Hill 
reservoir, and hence to that reservoir 
they must go. It is hard to helieve 
that the Commissioners should have 
done such an unbusiness like trans- 
action, but granting, for the sake of 
argument, that they did, E assert that 
neither they nor the engineer had the right 
to do 80, and the contractors were bound to 
know it. 

THE DUTY. 

The ordinance creating the commission, 
states, section 7, “Said Commissioners shall 
cause to be prepared detailed plans for the 
erection and construction of buildings, ba- 
sins, reservoirs, conduits, machinery, and 
all other things necessary for the complete 
construction and operation of said Water 
Works in accordance with the general plan 
aforesaid, and make and enter into con- 
tracts for the work and materials therefor, 
Provided, that all contracts shall be made with 
the lowest and best bidder upon sealed proposals 
in writing, after advertisement, &c. It is a 
well settled principle of law, that an agent 
cannot bind his principal beyond what he is 
authorized to do, especially so when the 
party with whom the agent is dealing has 
notice. Now notice: one of the first things 
which the Commissioners are required to do 
is to make contracts with the lowest and 
best bidder upon sealed proposals in writing 
after advertisement, d&c. Does any person 
pretend that there ever was any advertising 
or any other proposals presented by 
C. Howard & Son, than those un- 
der which the contracts (the assign- 
ment of which are now sought to be 
approved), and which specify for the pay- 
ment of “stone in place,"’ et cetera? Will 
anyone pretend that stone at Haight’s Run 
was “‘in place?’”” Who gave the Commis- 
sioners or Civil Engineer the power to eati- 
mate at Haight’s Run? If allowed to esti- 
mate there, I suppose it might be allowable 
to estimate for stone in the hills—unquar- 
ried, uncovered, unseen. 

But the contracts were made, and made 
under proposals after advertisements, &ce., 
and being made no one had authority to un- 
make them but the Councils. Did the 
Councils ever delegate that authority to 
anyone? Of course not, and I hope that if 
ever Councils were asked todo such a thing, 
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we would have more sense than to estimate 
for stone in the moon, but like sensible men 
wait until the stone were laid in the place 
contemplated by the proposals and con- 
tract. 

Had these officersa—the Commissioners or 
Engineers, or both—performed their whole 
duty, we would not have had this question 
to deal with; but they exceeding their au- 
thority is no excuse for releasing either O. 
Howard & Son or his sureties from liability. 
And it is our duty, under our oath of office, 
to see to it that the city shall not be defrauded 
to the value of anything, if in our power to 
prevent. Itis in our power todo our duty, 
and that is, not to give away that which 
does not belong to us to give. 

I have heard ft said that Mr. Walter need 

not to have the assignment approved of by 
Councils. In one sense this is true. 
Tf he expecta (to uses vulgar expression) 
to step into the shoes of the contractors, he 
needs no approval of Councils, the clause in 
the contract to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. 
But if he expecta to be relieved of any of 
the penalties, responsibilities or moneys 
erroreously or improvidently paid, he wilk 
obtain our approval of the transfer, which if 
not sufficiently guarded will (by implica- 
tion) relieve him from many of C. Howard 
& Son's draw backs and responsibilities. 

I therefore propose the following Preamble 
and Resolutions: 


A SUBSTITUTE. 


WHEREAS, By the terms of the contracts 
between the city of Pittsburgh of the one 
part, and C. Howard & Son of the other 
part, for the building of the reservoirs on 
Hiland avenue and Brilliant Hill, it is ex- 
pressly provided that by the 15th day of 
November, 1874, the whole work contracted 
for, shall be completed, and 

WHEREAS, It is further agreed in said 
contracts that said city shall be, and by the 
said contracts ts authorized to deduct and 
retain out of the moneys which may 
be due or become due to said contractors, 
the sum of one hundred dollars per day, as 
liquidated damages for each and every day 
said work is uncompleted over and beyond 
the time specified in said contracts for ite 
completion, and 

WHEREAS, The bonds required were 
given by said contractors (each in the penal 
sum of $25,000) with Jacob H. Walter, 
Esq., a8 one of the sureties, conditioned 
that said “contractors shall well and truly 
keep and perform all the terms and condi- 
tions of the said contract, on their part to be 
kept and performed, and shall indemnify 
and save harmless the said city,” &c., who, 
the said surety, is now desirous of obtaining 
from the city their approval of, and assent 
to an assignment of said contracts to the 
aforenamed surety; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Councils [not waiving 
any damage accrued and accruing under 
said contract for default in the non-per- 
formance thereof, and not in any way ap- 
proving of the defanlt or delay, do hereby 
approve of a transfer to said Walter upon 
his acceptance thercof, subject to the terms 
of these resolutions. 

24. That any stone estimated and paid 
for, and not yet “laid in place,” shall be 
used by the contractors in the construction 
of Hiland avenue reservoir without further 
estimate, or, that the sum paid on auch es- 
timates of stone not ‘laid in place” shall be 
deducted from present and future catimates 
of work completed until the whole amvunt 
go over-paid shall have been refunded. 

3d. That the Civil Engineer shall make 
no more estimates of stone, untilthere have 
been “laid in place’ a quantity of stone 
equal in quantity to that heretofore estimat- 
ed upon and paid forin previous estimates 
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—and this whether said transfer be made or 
not. 

4. That he (Mr. Walter) shall assume to- 
wards the city the position of the contrac- 
tors from the date of the contract, the same 
asif he had been an original contracting 

arty, answering for all moneys received 

y the sub-bontractors properly or improp- 
erly paid them; in fact answerable in the 
room and stead of the contractors, for 
acts done, whether of omission or commis- 
sion. 

6b. That before such transfer shall be 
made or approved of the sureties of C, How- 
ard & Son shall assent to these resolutions, 
and P. H. Lanffman, who is proposed as ad- 
ditional surety,shall with said other sureties 
be obligated in like penal sums with like 
pacts as in the original obligations re- 
cited. 


6. That the city in giving this sanction 
to the transfer ig not to be considered in any 
way or manner as releasing said C. Howard 
& Son from said contratt, nor their sureties, 
and by them, the said C. Howard & Son’s 
transfering under these resolutions, shall 
be considered by them as accepting hereof. 

On motion of Mr. Fox the preamble and 
resolutions were referred to the Water Com- 
mittee, and Councils adjourned.

THE “GUARDIANS.” 

Mr, Braun a resolution requesting the 
Guardians of the Poor to authorize the 
Mayor to issue certificates for transporta- 
Hon over railroads to persous applyiug to 
them for xvelief—the Guardians to pay the 
eXpensger 

The rules were suspended to consider the 
resolution, 

Mr. MeCANDLESS snid_ that there were 
persons atthe office of the Guardians, whose | 
duty it was to attend to sueh matters and 
that was all that needed. Their power could 
not be deputized. 

Mr. BRAUN said there were cases avis ny 
every day, that did not receive attention 
frmo th: Guardians, especially Germans 
who could net speak English, They went 
to the Guardians, and the Guardians sent 


them back to the Mayor’s office. He wanted 
the authority to issue the certificates and put 
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into hands, where it would be properly ex- 
ercised, 

Mr. Litre, said it was a question of 
money. The Guardians were responsible 
tor the matter, and they might be sharpened 
upa little, but Councils should be careful 
how they seattered among diferent people 
the power to spend the Board’s money in 
getting transportation for applicants for re- 
lief. It would be an endless thing for per- 
sons would apply for relief then just 
merely to get the free ride. 

Mz. ZERN thought the resulution an emi- 
nently proper onc. The Board didn’t do its 
duty, and it ought to be wakened upa little. 

Mr. McCANDLESS objected to the resoln- 
tion as a reflection on the Board, and as one 
that would not be practicable, beeranse it 
would give power, without the correspond- 
ing responsibility, and would exhaust the 
treasury ina very short time, with calls 
where relief was not actually necessary.

His yveasons for the wunendment 
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were that there were several sinall refineries 
near Thirty-second stroet, right in the heart 
of the city. He didn’t beleive in per- 
petuating thern there as would be done if 
they got the pipe line. He didn’t want to 
interfere with the refining trade but thought 
ea they should protect the people’s prop- 
erty. 

Mr. ZERN thought there ought to be no 
eayil about this matter. It was a matter 
that very materially affected the interests 
of one of the city’s chief trade interests. 
They hadn’t been chary in granting priv- 
ileges to railroad companies, and it was 
time now to give their own people a chance. 

The amendment was then voted down. 

Mr. AHLBORN offered another amend-

Mr. MEYER, a resolution instructing the 
Mayor to have the south side of Grant 
strect, near Liberty street, kept clear.

Mr. SCULLY, an ordinance relating to the 
tracks of the Pittshurgh & Connellsville R. 
I. on Second avenue, 

Mr Brown, petition for repair to sewer 
on Twenty-first street. Referred, 
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Also, petition for ‘abatement of business 
tux. Meferred. ‘ 

Also, ordinance re-loeating and extending 
Gazzam street. Referred. . | 

Mr. MiTeMILLER, petition for gas lamp 
on Seventeenth street. Referred. 

Myr, MitcHELL, Chairman of the Water 
Somnnittee, presented a report embodying 
the final estimate of Win. Smith & Son for 
pipes made according to contract, The es- 
timate amounted to $101,048.43, 

Mr. Mitciue.s: said the committee had 
examined the estimate very carefully, with 
the proper officers, and considered it cor- 
rect in every particular. They approved 
its payment, but as it was a large amount, 
they desired Councils to endorse their ac- 
tion, and hoped it would be done. 

Mr. RAFrERTY thought every man ought 
to be paid his bill, but he thought that the 
matter ought to he referred back to the com- 
mittee for a further investigation as te 
whether the pipes had been inspected and 
had stood the test; also where they had heen 
Jaid, where the loose ones were, whether all 
the calculations had all been made correctly, 
&e. 

Myr. MitrcHet said the simple fact was 
that all the pipes had been accepted by the 
city through its proper officers. They 
had been accepted and were now the prop- 
erty of the city and the Engineer could tell 
where every pipe was laid, and where every 
one was stored. Ali the facts had been be- 
fore the Committee and they had examined 
all the papers and after that endorsed the 
estimate. 

Mr. LiTre.t said all the information de- 
sired by Mr. Rafferty was in the books of 
the City Engineer and had been examined. 

Mr, RAFFERTY wanted to know why it was 
was that some of the pipe laid on Penn 
avenue had been defective and had to be 
taken up. 

Mr. Lioyp said that he knew something 
about that. There were, perhaps, a dozen 
pipe that had leen carelessly thrown from 
the wagon on the hard ground in winter 
weather, and had been broken, but there 
was not one pipe defective in casting. Every 
pipe had stood every test, and was found 
to be perfect, and the broken pipes were 
taken back by Mr. Smith, and new pipes 
furnished. 

Mr. LitTe.L said he was on the Penn 
Avenue Commission, and fully endorsed the 
statement made by Mr. Lloyd, 

After some further discussion the estimate 
was approved. 

A FINANCIAL DILEMMA. 

Mr. Mircue.y, from the Water Commit- 
tee presented a report, stating that their ap- 
propriation had been exhansted, and that 
they could not keep the water works run- 
ning unless they had $25,000; that would 
keep them up until next year’s appropria- 
tions came into use. 

The committee therefore offered a resolu- 
tion transferring 325,000 from the Water 
Extension Fund to the Water Committee, 
to be refunded next year. 

The report was read by the clerk, and 
Mr. Mitchell moved to refer the resolution 
to the Finance Committee. 

Mr. SHIvTON said it was no use to refer 
it to the Finance Committee. A Couneil- 
men understood the matter. Tt was not. le- 
gal, but it was a ease of necessity. Councils 
could pass the resolution and then the ques- 
tion would come between the Councils and 
the Controller, The city, however, must have 
water, and they must make some provision 
tor it. He was willing therefore as one of 
the Councils to assume his share of the re- 
sponsibility. 

Mr, Litrety said they had reached a 
crisis and he thought they might as well 
face it. He wanted the wiseacers of Coun- 
ceils and the publie press who had been tell- 


ing .them what they could net do to 
tell them now how to devise a plan 
by which they could raise the money sufti- 
ecient to keep the Water Works running. 
They didn’t want any grumbling but a plan 
to keep the Water Works running. They 
must do something. 

There had been charges of extravagance 
made againstthe Water Committee, and he 
would like to have a report fromethe chair- 
man as to what they had done with the 
money. That of course would not help them 
out of their presentrditticulty, but it would 
do away with the false charges made, and 
would he a satisfactory explanation of how 
the committee came to be short. 

Mr. MIrcHEey said that the reason the 
committee came out short was that the ap- 
propriation had not been large enongh. 
The year previous it had been $110,000, and 
then had run short some $8,000, \ This year 
it had been cut down to $90,000, and that 
explained the deficiency. The committee 
had spent no money for outside purposes 
except a small amount for the relaying of 
pipe necessitated by the regrading of a 
street. The money had been carefully hus- 
banded, but it was simply not enough. The 
committee asked for more at the commence- 
ment of the year but could not get it. 

Mr. Liuoyp said this was not a new con- 
dition of affairs. When he was Chairman 
of the Water Committee several years, 
the appropriations had fallen — short 
each year, and they had to borrow 
money. Councils never appropriated enough 
and the Committee now were only behind 
hand in proportion, just the amount that 
they had always been. 

Mr SwHrpton said there was no use dis- 
cussing the matter. They all knew it was 
iNegal, but if they did not keep the Wate1 
Works rnnning they would have 50,000 peo- 
ple howling around them in less than an 
hour. It wasthe higher law of necessity 
that they were called to act under. 

Mr. McCunr favored a reference of the 
resolution to some Committee. Nven if Coun- 
cils did pass it, he didn’t think the Con- 
troller and Treasurer would obey the man- 
date. 

Mr. LitTELL—“Give us some plan then.” 

Mr. RarrerRty—It’s a year’s imprison- 
ment and $5,000 fine for the Controller to 
disobey the law. 

Mr. McCunr—That’s so, and he’ll hardly 
run the risk. Ifwe refer it to a committee 
perhaps there might be some way devised 
to get the money legally. 

Atter some further discussion the resolu- 
tion was referred to the Finance and Water 
Committees. 

Mr. McCune offered the report of the 
Committee on City Property. Received and 
filed. 

Also, the report of the Special Committee 
on the best method of paying the claim of 
Mr. B. J. Bradley for the erection of Nine 
Mile Run Bridge. They reported a transfer of 
$5,000 from the City Property Committee’s 
Fund, $4,000 from the Contingent Fund, and 
$3,649.82 from the Road Fund. 

Report accepted and accompanying resolu- 
tion passed. 

Mr. Herron called up ordinance No. 
619, to establish the grade of Bedford ave- 
nue. ©. C. passed. 

Upon a vote being taken the ordinance 


failed in ©. C. for want of a sufficient 
nrmber of votes.

The resolution was 
lost by a vote of 37 ayes to 14 nays, it hav- 
ing failed by one vote. 


SECOND AVENUR. 

Mr. HERRON, ordinance No. 688, for the 
adjustment of the differences hetween the 
Second Avenue Commissioners and the 
Connellsville Railroad Company. The 
agreement was that the city should agree 
to vacate certain portions of Second avenue 
and allow abutments at Scho to remain ten 
years, and pay one-half of the expense 
for change of tracks at the Gas 
Works. The company, in consideration 
therefor, was to build iron bridges across 
all the roads intersecting with the railroad 
track, and further to build retaining walls 
to keep up the embankment on Second ave- 
nue wherever needed, 

The ordinance was read and the rules sus- 


pended to consider it. 

Mr. HERRON explained that this was a | 
compromise ordinance that had been fully 
discussed and adopted unanimously by the 
Road Committee. It merely gave away a, 
part of the sidewalk, that was now of no 
account, and was already occupied by the 
railroad track. The ordinance was agreea- 
ple to the property owners, and was endors- 
ed as fair by all who had examined the mat- | 
ter. 

Mr. A. G. McCANnDLESs hoped the oridi- 
nance would not be put through without 
careful consideration. Once the city gave 
twelve feet of a side walk to the Pennsyl- | 
yania Railroad, and was very sorry for if 
afterward. He thought the peopie on Sec- 
ond avenue objected to their side walk being 
blocked up with a track. He also objected 
to paying $2,500 to the company tor chang- 
ing their tracks. 

Mr, SCULLY said the railroad company 
had occupied the place designated before it 
was within the city limits, and when the 
city wanted them now to remove their 
tracks, it was fair enongh that the city 
should pay half of the expense. : 

Mr. McOunn objected to the ordinance 
first, because Councils could not legally 
giveup any sidewalk in_ the city for any 
such purpose, and second, he objected to 
paying half the expense of making the nec- | 
essary changes in the tracks. 
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Mr, Litre. said the people directly inter- 
ested had freely given up thir right to the 
sidewalk, asthe sidewalk was of no nse— 
not being accessible, generally, and heing 
usually blocked up by falling earth from 
the hillside. 

Another reason for this compromise was 
that the railroad company had occupied that 
sidewalk for eighteen years, and they could 
not be dislodged. The company, however, 
proposed a compromise and proposed to 
move their tracks at the Gas Works, and 
this was the compromise. 

Mr. A. G. MCCANDLESS moved to strike 
out the section which provided that the 
city should pay one-half of the expense in- 
curred by the company in changing the 
lines of the tracks at the Gas Works. 

Mr. ADAMS said it was strange that the 
Connellsville road could not have the same 
privileges as other roads, but must be con- 
tinually blocked uy and put to all sort of 
trouble. He thought this should cone to 
anend. If it wasn’t for this road the great 
bulk of our manufactures would be shut out 
of the Eastern markets, because there 
would be no competing freight line. 

He thought the matter should be settled 
at onee, and the compromise adopted. He 
did not consider th»: objection of cost as 
having much weight, because the lawsuits 
that would be entailed if this matter was 
not settled amicably would cost far more 
than $2,500, The compromise was fair and 
ought to he adopted. 

Mr. Lloyd considered the compromise a 
very fair one. The cost was a mere pit- 
tance, and in return the Connelsville road 
proposed to spend not less $100,000 to build, 
retaining walls that would make the re- 
mainder of the roadway passable. Then 
there were the iron bridges to he built. The 
city of Pittsbugh owed a great deal to the 
Connellsville road, and it did seem small 
to now grudge them this small pittance 
asked. He hoped the Councils would treat 
them with as much liberality as other 
roads had heen treated. 

Mr. A. G. MCCANDLESS thonght five or 
six miles of sidewalk vacated was enough 
to enable the company to pay any expenses 


‘it might inenr in a change in its track. 


Mr. MCFARLAND said that was his view. 
He was in favor of vacating the sidewalk, 
but he decidedly objected to paying them 


‘any nore toward building their traeks or 


changing them. He thought giving them 
the sidewalk was enough. 

Mr. HUNTER said the sidewalk was not 
worth anything because it was never used 
anyhow. 

A vote was then taken on the amendment 
of Dr. MeCandless, which was voted down 

Mr, B. DARLINGTON then offered another 
amendment, providing that the bridges over 
the intersecting streets to be liuilt, be con- 
structed within one year fromthe date 
the agreement. 

This amendment was also voted dawn. 

The ordinanee was then put upon its final 
passage with the following result—A yes 
50, nays 7. 

So the ordinance was passed finally. 


————————— 
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Mr. FETTERMAN called up 391, C. C file, 
authorizing the opening of Railroad street, 
from Virginia avenue to Madison street. 
The ordinance was passed finally. 

Mr. Braun called up ordinance No, 
766, authorizing the Pittsburgh and Alle- 
gheny Passenger Railway to repave Sixth 
street, from Penn avenue to Suspension 
Bride. This was the amended ordinace, 
Section 2 in the original having been 
stricken out. 

Mr Braun moved to reconsider their ac- 
tion in striking out section 2. 

After some discussion the yeas and nays 
were called on the reconsidcration which 
was carried by a vote of 34 to 15. 

The question then came up on the original 
motion to strike out section2,which was yo- 
ted down. 

Mr. BRAUN then moved to postpone the 
further consideration of the ordinauce until 
the next meeting. Carried. 

Mr. Meyer called up ordinance 800, lo- 
cating a new street from Thirty-third 
street. Referred back to the Survey Com- 
mittee, which had reported a better ordi- 
nance. 

Mr. Litteti called up ordinance No, 
767, establishing the grade of Liberty ave- 
nue. The ordinance was 2 compromise 
agreed upon by property owners, who 
agreed, ifit was passed, to withdraw from 
all legal proceedings in reference to the 
street. 

After some discussion,—Mr. Ahlborn op- 
posing the ordinance and Mr. Littell up- 
holding—it was passed . finally by a vote of 
44 to 7. 

WATER STREET. 

Mr. H. DARLINGTON called up ordinance 
No. 765, authorizing the grading and pav- 
ing of Water street, from Penn avenue to 
Duquesne Way. 

Mr. BRAUN opposed the ordinance be- 
cause the city ceuld not spare the money to 
pay its share, and because the property to 
be assessed was leased, and the lessees, 
whose leases expired in a year and a half, 
would have to pay the assessments. 

Mr. H. DARLINGTON contended that the 
lessees when they took the property secur- 
ed it at a nominal rent, with the wnder- 
standing that they would pay the assess- 
ments, 

Mr. HUNTER opposed the ordinance, and 
eontended that the lessees of the property 
had not gotten their money out of the spec- 
ulation and would not get it under the re- 
cent lease. Second, the people along there 
did not ask for this grading and paving, 
and the street was now good enough for 
travel. Further than that the proposed 
line did not allow the people a sidewalk, 
wht run almost close wp to the houses. 
The people did not want it, the city had no 
money to spend, and the line was objection- 
able anyhow, so that the speaker could see 
no justice in the proposed ordinance. 

After some further discussion the ordi- 
nance was voted down by a vote of 27, to 


16.

At the 
time of the agreement great promises had 
been made, and none of these had been 
fulfilled.

complete the same within three years, and 
in case of the failure of the company to 
erect them, the work shall be done by the 
city and the expense charged to the said 
Company. 

After a long discussion a motion made by 
Mr. Wood to refer the ordinance back to 
the Road Committee was lost. Mr. West's 
amendment was next lost, when Mr. Mor- 
rison moved as an amendment to the orig- 
inal ordinance, that the provision whereby 
the city agrees to pay ouc-half the expense 
ef the changing of the railroad tracks at 
the gas works, provided the cost dues not 
exceed five thousand dollars, be stricken 
out. This amendment was also lost, when 
the ordinance was put to vote and passed 
finally. 

Mr. THOMPSON then called up the sup- 
plemental ordinance above noted, and it 
was referred to the proper committee. 

The following additional unfinished busi- 
ness froin Select Council was concurred in. 
Report of Water Committee relative to the 
awarding of contracts for the laying of wa- 
ter pipe on Clay street and Lincoln avenue, 
&c. Resolution for election of member of 
Select Council from Twenty-seventh ward. 
Resolution requesting P. R. R., to suspend 
work on the Thirty-third street bridge. Re- 
port of Gas Lighting Committee and reso- 
lutions accompanying it. Mesolution in- 
structing City Treasurer to exonerate Home 
of the Destitute from payment of city and 
water tax. Pay roll of water department. 

TRANSFER OF THE RESERVOIR CON- 
TRACTS. 

Mr. AULL called up the report of the 
Water Committee recommending the trans- 
fer of the Hiland avenue and Brilliant hill 
reservoir contracts from C. Howard & Son 
to Jacob H. Walter. 

The chair stated that on the 5th of Oc- 
tober an amendment was presented to the 
contract authorizing the transfer, and that 
both were referred to the Water Commit- 
tee. He ruled that the principal paper 
could not be reached except through the 
amendment. 

Mr. AULL moved to recall from the Wa- 
ter Committee the amendment presented on 
the 5th ult. 


Mr. MILLIGAN stated that the substitute | 


had not been found when the examination 
of the contents of the safe was made, and 
that Mr. Mitchell, Chairman of the Water 
Committee, had informed him that he had 
not seen the amendment. The speaker 
said it had been suppressed in some man- 
ner. 

Mr. AULL’S motion was carried and the 
member leftthe chamber tobunt up the sub- 
stitute, or amendment. 

Mr. Woop called up a resolution offered 
by him at the beginning of the meeting and 
which is given above. He said that he un- 
derstood some of the bonds had been paid 
off, but that the holders of the others had 
complained to him of their inability to get 
money on theirs. He didn’t know that any 
chicanery had been displayed inthe matter, 
but thought it would stand investigation. 
The resolution was passed and the chair ap- 
pointed Messrs, Wood, Glass and Milligan 
on behalf of the Common branch. 

SALARIES OF CITY OFFICERS. 

Mr. GuLass presented a resolution re- 
questing the Finance Committee to take 
such action as will bring before them the 
report of 2 sub-committee on the reduction 
of thesalaries of city officials and employees, 
which report was referred to the City Attor- 
ney in June last for his legal opinion. At 
this date the opinion haa not been rendered, 
thus preventing the Finance Committee 
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and Councils from taking such action as 
the necessity of the timesdemand., Passed. 

Mr. SHALTENBRAND, petition to notify 
the property holders to repair the board 
walk on Laurel avenue. Referred. 

Also, resolution instructing the Street 
Committee to take action looking toward 
the erection of a hoard walk and steps as 
asked for by petition offered June 25, 1874. 
Referred. 

Also, a resolution notifying the East End 
Gas Company to repair so much of Cedar 
street, Sixteenth ward, as they have in- 
paired by laying gas mains. Referred. 

SUSTAINING THE CHAIR. 

Mr. AULL, at this point, returned into 
Council, bringing with him the preamble 
and resolutions offered dnring the early 
part of last month by Mr. Negley, as a sub- 
stitute for the decument authorizing the 
transfer of the reservoir contracts. 

The chair again ruled that the substitute, 
after having been referred to a committee, 
could not again come before Council for ac- 
tion unless accompanied by a recommenda- 
tion as to its disposal, from the committee. 
Considerable debate followed when an ap- 
peal was taken from the decision of tho 
chair. Mr. Negley vacated his seat and 
Mr. Thompson assuming the Presidency 
put the question on the appeal and it re- 
suited in the chair being sustained by a 
vote of 12 in favor to 10 against. 

Mr. AULL submitted a report from the 
Water Committee recommending that the 
preamble and resolutions offered as a sub- 
stitute be laid on the table. This report 
was prepared in the Council chamber dur- 
ing the discussionon the President’s ruling, 
noted above. 

Mr. MiLLrGAN—Mr. President how 
many signatures are attached to that re- 
port? 

The Chair examined the names and dis- 
covering that there were but nine, he ruled 
the report out of order, on the ground that 
it requires the signatures of fitteen mem- 
bere, composing 2 majority of the commit- 
tee, to make a report legal. 

On motion of Mr. Aull it was decided that 
when Common Council adjourns it adjourn 
to meet again on Thursday afternoon of this 
week, for the special purpose of considering 
the transfer of the reservoir contracta, 

WITHHOLDING EXECUTION, 


Mr. Funton presented the following: 

Resolved, That the Mayor be instructed to 
withhold the execution of the contract with 
the P. & C. R. R., contemplated in ordi- 
nance No. 686, until after the supplemental 
ordinance thereto ehall have been acted upon 
by Councils, limiting the time for com- 
mencing and completing bridges. 

On motion adjourned.

Mr. RoBInson said that if he could be 
shown that the city would lose $50,000, as 
alleged, by approving the original transfer, 
he wonld vote against it. 

Mr. MILLIGAN solemnly asserted that 
the city would lose not only $50,000 but 
$100,000. He said the transter as recom- 
mended by the Water Committee contained 
no provision for the payment of $75,000 
forfeit money now due the city. 

Mr. Aut said he certainly could not see 
how the city would lose one dollar by ap- 
proving the transfer. He rehearsed the 
matter of the estimates on stone in Haight’s 
Run, which has been gone over vefore, and 
urged that Council set the seal of approval 
on the original assignment. 

Mr. Neaury (Mr. Thompson inthe chair) 
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the estimates were made out, twenty 
per cent. should be retained. Instead of do- 
ing that though the Committee paid for 
stone in Haight’s Run. Engineer Kennedy 
had said that each a proceeding was allow- 
able. It might be in engineering but it is 
notinlaw. The speaker exhibited a copy 
of an estimate made for him by the Engi- 
neer and said it showed that $50,000 had 
been paid on stone estimated in Haight’s 
Run for the Brilliant Hill reservoir alone. 
He had been informed, however, that Mr. 
Walters had used a part or nearly all of 
that stone in the Hiland reservoir. If such 
was the case what had Mr. Walter to fear 
from the approval of the resolutions offered 
asasubstitute for the original? He then 
took up the resolutions and discussed them 
seriatim. The original transfer he averred 
contained no provision fixing the vime by 
which the contract shall be completed, and 
that it did not hold Mr. Walter to any- 
thing, but released not only him but 
Mr. Howard from the payment of the 
penalty for not having the work finished 
within the specified time. 
Water Committee passed a resolution that 
no more estimates should be paid until all 
the work was in place. In September, how- 
ever, on the petition of Mr. Walter, they re- 
scinded the resolution and approved an es- 
timate in his favor before the contract had 
been legally transferred. 

Mr. Woop did not think the city would 
lose the forfeit of $100 per day because 
C. Howard & Son and their sureties are 
held as firmly bound as before the assign- 
ment. 

Mr. FULTON made a lengthy speech re- 


In July last the 


garding the abandonment of the work on 
Brilliant Hill reservoir, and said that it 
had to be done in order to get money to 
finish the Hiland reservoir, and he consid- 
ered if folly and madness to denounce the 
Water Committee for ordering the stoppage 
of the work. 

Mr, NEGLEY said the Water Committee 
had no authority to stop the work. The 
ordinance under which it is acting contains 
no provision giving it such power, and that 
in taking it into its own hands it did so 
without warrant. The committce seemed 
to think it could do as it pleased, but above 
it, is the people and Councils even. Speak- 
ing of the forfeit money, he said the bond 
given by Howard & Son and their sureties 
and assumed by Mr. Walter is only for 
$25,000, and that sum is already swallowed 
up in the $36,200 due the city for the non- 
completion of the work by the time specified 
in the contract.

“TRANSFERS’’ NOT LEGAL. 


Mr. McCune explained there was no ne- 
ceasity for such a committee as all the infor- 
mation was clearly recorded on the books 
of the Controller. 

The chair presented an opinion of the 
City Attorney, deciding that it was not le- 
gal to make the proposed transfer of 32,000 
for the Fifth avenue market appropriation 
to the Diamond market.

Mr. McCune said this ordinance bad not 
received that attention from Council that 
jts importance deserved. The taxpayers 
were loudly grumbling about high txaes, 
and were demanding retrenchment, This 
ordinance, with the | others accompan- 
ing it, made a reduction of the annual ex- 
penses by at least $60,000. These were 
the chief places where retrenchment could 
be matle. There were claims for interest 
on water bonds and street bonds that could 
not be reduced. There were salaries fixed 


by the Legislature that could not he reduc- ' 


ed by the Council, These ordinances there- 
fore cut down in every department where 
Councils had authority. They were trying 
to do their duty. They wanted to re- 
duce the pay of the police to $2 
and that was at present the highest 
market price for labor, and if this was not 
agreed to he apprehended that the taxpay- 
ers woul rise in their might aud reduce the 
salaries even lower than that figure. Coun- 
cilmen should not allow their sympathies 
* tointerfere with their discharge of duty. 
It wax their duty to get the men needed 
by the city, at just what these men 
would be paid by a private contractor. If 
they didn’t do that they as Councilmen, as 
servants of the people they deserved to be 
sent home. 

Mr. ZerN wanted to know if the commit- 
tee in their work had thought of securing 
legislation to reduce the salaries of those 
‘officers, whose pay wags tixed by the Legis- 
jature, 

Mr. McCunre replied that the committee 
contemplated such action. 

Mr. BurGwiIn wanted to know if they 
had thought of the propriety of dispensing 
with the equalization ordinance, which cost 
about $20,000 a year, and was worth noth- 
ing.

By the case of the Commonwealth vs. Al- 
len, (70th State Reports, 469,) itis decided 


| “that the Conneilsare in no proper sense a 


legislature; they do not make laws, but 
municipal regulations by virtue of the law 
which infuses them with vigor.”’ 


Therefore the above section impliedly 
would read: “Every municipal regulation 
of the Councils shall be by resolution or or- 
dinance. 

The Supreme Court of Pennsylvania in 
case of the Commonwealth for the use of 
Allegheny City vs. Marshall (59th State 
Reports 461) decided “that any alteration 
or repeal of an ordinance should be effected 
hy the same method or its equivalent,— 
a joint resolution—published and recorded 
in due form.” 

The act classifying cities, withother laws 
in force, requires: 

“That no ordinance shall be considered 
unless referred to committee, returned 
therefrom and printed for the wse of the 
members. Shall not be altered or amended 
on its passage as to change its original 
purpose, shall not be passed containing 
more than one sphject, which 
shall be clearly expressed in its title; 
shall be read at length in each branch on 
three different days, unless three-fourths of 
the Council in which the same may be 
pending shall dispense with snch rule; (All 
amendments made thereto shall be printed 
for the use of the members) shall not be- 
come a law upon the same day of ita intro- 
duction on its being reported, and shall re- 


| quire for its passage or adoption a majority 


of the members elected to each branch jn 
its favor, by a vote, by yeas and nays. 
The names of the persons voting for aud 
against the same shall be entered on the 
journal which shall show such majority— 
all which must he signed by the President 
of Councils, and approved by the Mayor, 
published and recorded to make them ef- 
fectual. 

Therefore a joint resolution cannot be the 
eanivalent of an ordinance, unless it con- 
tains all the aforementioned elements, efc. 

What, then, may Councils do without res. 
olution or ordinance containing the afore- 
Taentioned elements ? 

Blackstone defines a regulation to be— 


—— 


that which is established to regulate; ar- 
rangement; rule; order. 

Councils may, by resolution, approve of 
anything done in pursuance of some law, 
ordinance, or its equivalent. Among other 
things, suchas the payment of money un- 
der existing contracts made in pursuance of 
previous lawful authority; approval of pians 


of tots; location of streets; approval of re-| 


ports of committees, which do not infringe 
upon’ those things which require an 
ordinance, or its equivalent; requiring the 
performance of some duty from any city ofti- 
cer, not inconsistent with his official duties. 
These are some of the actions of Councils 
that do not require to be signed by the pres- 
idents or to be approved by the Mayur, as 
$a other cases.

THE WATER WORKS. 
Mr, Mrro1weny presented the report of the 
Water Coinmiitee, as follows: 
PirrvspurGH, December 12, 1874. 
To the Select and Common Councils of the City 
of Pittsburgh: 

GENTLEMEN:--Your Committee on Water 
who have had charge during the past year 
of the construction of the new 
Water Works, deem it of the 
utmost importance that they should make a 
report. of their operations as well as a finan- 
cial statement showing the present. ¢ondi- 
tion of the works, the amount of money ex- 
pended, and the amount needed for the com- 
pletion of the work already undertaken, Lt 
is well known to nearly all of you that the 
available money obtained from the sale of 
bonds is alinost exhansted, and if the new 
Water Works are to be completed either in 
lin whole or part, more money will have to 
be obtained. 

When your conunittee tool charge of the 
new Water Works they found almost all of 
the work under contract, and hence their 
duties were in a great measure confined to 
merely carrying out the plans adopted, and 
/secing to the execution of the contracts 
made by their predecessors, 

Much has heen said in Conneils and prb- 
| lished in the eity press with regard to the 
} enormons and unnecessary expense attend. 
ing the construction of the new water 
works, and the committee have had to hear 
a great deal of odium for acts for whichthey 
were in no way responsible, If the works 
were projectedon too large a seale as has 
been asserted, the proper time to change 
the plans would have been before contracts 
were made for their execution, 

No change was, however, attempted at 

the time the plans were approved, Ro 
warning voice was raised either on. the 
floors of Councils or in the city press, and it 
was not until the financial panic which 
overwhelmed the entire country in the lat- 
ter part of 1873, that it was first discovered 
that the improvement which all adinitted 
was necessary was found to have been 
planued on a larger seale than was demand- 
Led by our present necessities, 
The cost of the new water works has, 
| however, been very largely overestimated 
in the public opinion, and many state- 
ments have beeu made either designedly or 
through ignorance calentated to mislead the 
people as to their ultimate cost. Tt is hoped 
that the present. report will present reliable 
information for these Cotuneila, and their 
constituency as to the expenditures already 
ineurred as well as those yet required to be 
‘made for completion. 

The cost of the new Water Works is 
much greater apparently than it isin re- 
ality. 

A large amount of the money obtained 
from the sale of Water Bonds under author- 
ity of the Act of 1868, “authorizing the city 
‘ of Pittshurgh to borrow money for iiprove- 
j ment of Water Works,” and which was 


used by the Water Committee during the 
years 1868, 1869, 1870 and 1871, for laying 
water pipes, &c., in extension of old Water 
Works has been charged to the new Water 
Works, although spent before the latter 
were commenced. 

A large amount of money has since been 
spent by the Water Commission and the 
present Water Cormmittee in laying new 
and relaying oid pipes not embraced in the 
oviginal plan of works, and in other expen- 
ditures in connection with the old and en- 
tirely foreign to the new Water Works. 

A large aimount of money has also been 
used to pay deficiencies in ditferent appro- 
priations, 

We do not make the above statement for 
the purpose of criticising the action of the 
authorities under whose direction the 
money was expended, or the transfers 
made, but simply to show that the money 
was not expended on the construction of the 
new Water Works. 

Your Committee herewith submit the re- 
ports of their officers showing the present 
condition of their difterent departments and 
from them have compiled the following 
statement presenting for your information 
in as condensed a form as possible the re- 
ceipts and expenditures up to December 1st 
1874, with the amount of money needed to 
complete the works, either as a while or in 
part.

The difference between the amount of 
money expended as _ per above statement 
and the amount of Bondssold $4,500,000 
was accounted for by the Finance Commit- 
tee, in their reports to Councils relative to 
the deposits in the Nation Trust Company, 
and with Geo. B. Hill & Co. This money, 
though abundantly sate, is not at present 
available, 

The tutal amount of money needed for the 
completion of the works, as per the esti- 
mates of the Engineers, is $1,098,104.51-100 
adding to which say $25,000 for superin- 
tendence, oftice expenses, &e., gives $1,128,- 
104.51, as the amount needed to com- 
plete the works. 

If the Brilliant Hill Reservoir is not fin- 
ished with its force main, &e., nor the 36 
inch pipe laid on Butler street, the total 
amount needed for completion, including 
superintendence ,&c., is $794,553.51. 

In conclusion your Committee would re- 
spectfully recommend that in their opinion 
the best interests of the city demand that 
as the works have already been carried so 
far, that the necessary legislation be ob- 
tained to procure the money for their com- 
tletion in their entirety.

Above amount includes estimates, pay 
rolls, &c., for November, 1874, amounting 
in all to $38,637.16, which amount has not 
yet been approved by your Committee. 

The amounts shown in this statement as 
haying been expended on Engineering De- 
partments, Ottice Expenditures, Distribu- 
tion Accounts, and on Engine House Foun- 
dations, are as taken from your books. But 
on examination of the accounts of my prede- 
cessor I find items charged to Foundation 
that should be char ged to Engineering De- 
partment, and in like manner through 
the four different accounts. This will not 
effect the total amount expended by these 
four Departments, but will change the sep- 
arate amounts expended by each Depart- 
ment, reducing the expenses of Foundation 
and Distribution accounts, and increasing 
the Office and Engineering expenses. 

Owing tothe limited time at my disposal, 
and not having become perfectly familiar 
with the duties of the oftice, I am unable to 
give the exact figures on each of these De- 
partments,

The report was accompanied by the re- 
ports of the civil and mechanical engineers 
and of the Secretary—all printed and laid 
onthe desks of the members, These re- 
ports were as follows: 

THE CIVIL ENGINEER'S REPORT. 
PITTSBURGH, December 7th, 1874. 
To the Chairman and Members of the Water 

Committee: 

GENTLEMEN:—In compliance with your 
instructions, I herewith submit the follow- 
ing statement, showing the amount of 
money needed to complete the different res- 
ervoirs, to pay the amount reserved on the 
pipe contract, and to lay the thirty-six inch 
main on Butler street, from the Brilliant 
Hill reservoir, toa point on Liberty street, 
near Twenty-eighth street, there to be con- 
nected with the present system of distribu- 
tion. 

Also, the cost of laying the twenty-inch 
main on Centre avenue, by which the Her- 
ron's Hill Reservoir is to be supplied. 

And also the cost of laying a twelve-inch 
main, from Herron’s Hill Reservoir along 
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Madison and Herron avenues, to a point on 
Wylie avenue extension. 

If it is decided not to complete the Bril- 
liant Hill Reservoir, of course the thirty- 
six-inch main would not be laid on Butler 
street, bunt eventually it will have to be 
laid into the city by some route, as the pre- 
sent pipes, now laid on Penn and Fifth av- 
enues, are not large enough to satisfactorily 
supply the increasing demand for water in 
the lower portions of the city, as well as the 
onter wards. 

A set of tables have been arranged, show- 
ing the quantities of the difterent items of 
work upon which proposals were received, 
and the quantities upon which the present 
estimates are based. As will be seen by 
reference to them, the different reservoirs 
will cost, when completed, more than the 
original estimates upon which proposals 
were received as follows: The Brilliant 
Hill Reservoir, $36,802 63-100; the Hiland 
Avenue Reservoir, $41,213 20-100, and the 
Herron’s Hill Reservoir, $59,605 96-100. 

The reason for the incréase in cost of the 
Brilliant Hit) Reservoir is, that after the 
contract was awarded and the work begun, 
it was found necessary to extend the west 
line of the reservoir farther into the hill, in 
order to remove some extensive land slides, 
which developed themselves when the foot 
of the hill slope was cut away. The amount 
of solid rock was also much greater than 
had been anticipated, and material had to 
be provided to replace it in the embank- 
ments, The puddle was also much in- 
creased, as a very extensive deposit of sand 
was found in the northern compartment, 
which had to be removed from three to six 
feet below the bottom grade, and replaced 
with puddle, in order to render the work 
secure. A great deal of extra work had 
also to be done in removing the material, 
and preparing the base of the embankments 
in tworavines, one under the north, and 
one under the east embankment. 

The street, or road, constructed to take 
the place of that portion of Hiland avenue 
destroved by the construction of the Hiland 
Avenue Reservoir was also returned with 
the estimates of the Brilliant Hill Reser- 
voir. 

All of the above increased expenditures 
were called to your attention in different 
reports, at the time the work was done. 

The largest increase of cost, however, 
over the original estimates of the Hiland 
avenue and Brilliant Hill Reservoirs, was 
caused by the material used for puddle and 
soiling not being deducted from the excav- 
ation. In the matter of soiling this was not 
of so much moment, as the original quanti- 
ties were small, and if the extra amount of 
soiling had not been put on the embank- 
ments, an equivalent amount of material to 
reptace it would have been required to be 
borrowed outside the lines of the Késer- 
voirs; but the item of puddie was largely 
increased on account of the nature of the 
material encountered in the bottom excava- 
tion. 

The increased cost caused by reason of 
the price of excavation not being deducted 
from the original amount of soiling, and the 
increased amount of puddle is $11,681.00 
for the Brilliant Hill, and $20,123.00 for the 
Hiland avenue reservoirs. 

On the Herron’s Hill reservoir the in- 
crease of cost was in part owing to the en- 
tire unsuitability of nearly all the 
material found in the excavation for 
the purpose for which it was needed, but 
the main increase was on account of extra 
allowances made to the contractors for 
wasting and borrowing material, and an 
increase of price for removal of extra hard 
material. These three items alone footing 
up $38,304.00.

Although, the machinery was not ad- 
vanced sufticiently to enable the contractor 
to crect it within the time specified, the 
fact that the foundations are only now 
remly for the erection of the engines proves 
that they could not have been erected with- 
in the time specified had they been com- 
pleted. According to the contract, Mr, 
artupee is allowed four and a half months 
in which to erect the machinery, after 
being placéd in full possession ef the forn- 
dation. 

The contract for the boilers was awarded 
to Messrs. N. Snyder & Co., on the 13th of 


April, 1874, for the sum of $55,376. The | 


contract provides for the making and erect- 
ing of eight batteries, each battery to con- 
tain four boilers, making in all thirty-two 
boilers. Four batteries to be made of U. 8. 
iron, and four of steel. The contract price 
for the iron boilers is $27,662, the contract 
price for the steel boilers, $27,714. The 
work to be completed on the 31st day of 
December, 1874. 

Four batteries of iron boilers have been 
constructed in a satisfactory manner.

The contract stipulates that the work “Shai 
be commenced on the 1st day of Novettber, 
1874, and completed on the ist day of April, 
1875. No work has been done on the pump- 
ing mains, owing to the fact that Messrs. 
N. Snyder & Co, contest Messrs. Brush & 
Co.’s claim to the contract. This unfortu- 
nate circumstance is much to be regretted, 
inasmuch as if the mains are not coinpleted 
when the engines are ready for operation, 
the entire work will be rendered unavaila- 
ble untilsuch time as the mains are finish- 
ed. Thus the citizens will be subjected to 
discomforts and inconveniences arising 
from an insufticient supply of water, and no 
benefit.will be derived from the money in- 
vested in the works. 

INFLUENYt PIPES AND VALVES FOR FOUN- 

DATIONS. 

The contract for the influent pipes and 
valves for the foundations was awarded to 
Mr. Jumes Rees, May ith, 1874. The pipes 
were to bedelivered July 5th, 1874. They are 
ready for delivery. The contract price was

THE FOUNDATIONS. 


The contract for the erection of the foun- 
dations of the new engine and boiler house, 
wags awarded to Mr. John Douglas, on the 
4th of April, 1873, at $10.25 per perch for 
first-class nasonry, and $6.30 per perch for 
first-class rubble masonry, The contract 
required Mr. Douglas to complete the work 
on the 1st of October, 1873. On the 23d of 
September the contract was deciared for- 
feited, when the work was placed in my 
charge, Councils having previously passed 
an ordinance authorizing the Water Com- 
missioners to annul the contract and com- 
plete the work. In my last annual re- 
port, I stated that the excavations, (which 
were but half completed when I assumed 
control,) were completed, and about eigh- 
teen hundred perches of stone laid, when 
operations were suspended, owing to the 
inclemency of the weather. In assuming 
charge of the work it was necessary to 
spend a considerable amount of money on 
boilers, pipes, steam pumps, fittings, quar- 
ry tools, derricks, derrick boat, railway 
sidings, heating apparatus, rip-rapping, 
boarding houses andexcavating, which, at 
the time I rendered by last annual report, 
aggregated $58,509.59. 

It is necessary, in thisconnection, to state 
that an estimate was made for a plan of 
the foundations in the Sumner of 1872, in 
which the amount of stone required was 
10,548 perches of first-class masonry, and 
3,534 perches of rubble, on the presumption 
that rock would be found four or five feet 
below? the water level, making a total of 
15,072 perches of masonry. The location of 
the building in the plan then proposed 
being fifty teet from the Allegheny Valley 
Railway, the Water Commissioners desired 
to locate the building a greater distance 
froin the railway, and applicd to, and ob- 
tained power from, the Legislature to locate 
the building further out into the river, 
After the contract was awarded, and 
before any excavations were made, 
by instruction of the Water Com- 
missioners, I located the building one hun- 
dred feet from the Allegheny Valley Rail- 
way. Inthe meantime, the second pair of 
;engines were adopted, which rendered it 
imperative to widen the main building 
twenty feet. The boiler louses were also 
lengthened ten feet each, to allow coal cars 
to run in to the front of the boilers, thereby 
saving the expense of hauling. This, to- 
gether with the failure to find rock at the 
distance anticipated, (which compelled us to 
excavate nearly twenty feet,) increased the 
amount of masonry, and nearly doubled 
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the cost of the masonry forming the floors. 
This masonry requiring mitch heavier stone 
than that specified in the contract, much 
of it being in the form of inverted arches, 
(not specified or bid on.) 

Thete were laid in the foundations, on 
the first of December, 20,500 perches of 
masonry, as follows i

There is also a quantity of cut stone and 
rubble at Clinton, namely, 550 perch of 
stone, and about 200 perch of rubble, that 
cost 36,333.89. Considerable stone having 
been quarried at Clinton, by Mr. Douglas, 
a difference of opinion arose as to the quan- 
tity of stone quarried by him. Appraisers 
were appointed, whose valuation, on their 
measurement or cstimate, was $8,035-59. 
Acting upon the suggestion of the City At- 
torney, I procttred the services of Messrs. 
Devlin and Martin, engineers, whose meas- 
urement would allow of but 35,232.50; mak- 
ing a difference of $2,803.09. 

if the stone in dispute had been laid in 
the foundations, the evidence of a discrep- 
ancy would have been lost. 

At the time the measurements were made, 
other stone were quarried in abundance at 
Coll’s quarry, so there was no pressing ne- | 
cessity for the shipment of the stone from 
Clinton, and subsequently, low water pre- 
vented the transportation of the stone. The 
cut stone at Clinton, and the rubble at 
Clinton and Coll’s quarries, and founda- 
tions, are valuable, and can be used by the 
city to advantage in other work, or the 
stone can be readily disposed of, in which 
case the expenditures will be materially re- 
duced.

FINANCIAL, 


Mr. McCune, from the Finance Commit- 
tee, presented a resolution authorizing the 
payment from the Finance, Survey and 
City Property Funds, of an amount, to pay 
the expenses of the water works for the 
December salaries, Passed. 

Also, a resolution anthorizing warrants 
for refunding of certain overpaid business 
taxes.

THE OAKLAND ROAD. 


Mr. ANDERSON, from the Special Com- 
mittee appointed to adjust the difficulty be- 
tween the city and the Oakland Railway 
Company, presented a report setting forth 


that theventire claim of the city against the 


Oakland Passenger Railway, in 1872, when 
suit was brought, was $19,414, of which 
about $5,000 were for repairs to streets trav- 
ersed by the company—the amount due for 
tax on cars and on dividends, with interest, 
etc., being $14,414. 

The city claimed that an average of twen- 
ty cars per day had been run, but the com- 
pany averred that seven cars was the aver- 
age number used, 
leged serious loss by interruption of busi- 
ness in the construction of improvements on 


the streets, and also that a final compromise | 


had been made with the Street Committee, 
whereby the company was to pay one-third 
of the expenses of re-paving Tifth avenue, 
from Chestnut to Dinwiddie streets, in lieu 
of all demands then existing. This propo- 
sition was accepted by a sub-committee, but 
it seems to have failed, as Councils took no 
action, and nomoney was ever paid under it.

Mr. DANNELLS objected to the compro- 
mise, The company owed the city $19,000, 
and this report propoaed a compromise for a 
little over $9,000. He believed in holding 
the company to the strict letter of the con- 
tract.

REPORT OF SURVEY COMMITTEE. 


To the Select and Common Councils of the City of 
Pittsburgh: 

GENTLEMEN:—In compliance with an ordinance 
passed May 5, 1870, the Survey Committee have 
submitted during the past year monthly reports of 
work done by them in varions parts of the city. 

As the present Councils are about to retire, they 
deem it {important that they should make a brief 
suinmary of their operations during the past year. 

Immediately after thetr organization in the early 
part of January, Mr. W. E. Roe was re-elected 
engineer in charge. They found Mr, James Rob- 
orts already in the field, in charge of one corps on 
the South Side, locating and relocating streets and 
defining ward lines; atso, one corps in charge of 
Mr. J. Johnston, making a topographical survey cf 
Squirrel Hill, Eweuty-third ward, which corps 
was, by directlon of your committee, disbanded at 
the end of the nonth. 

Two corps were organized In March, onein charge 
of Mr. Shields makiug survey of the Monongahela 
basins, the other in charge of Mr, Coulter making 
survey of the Allegheny basins. 

The corps on the Monongahela was transferred 
from Mr, Shtelds to Mr. G, A. Miller, in the month 
of April, and under his direction the work has pro- 
gressed to near completion, 

The corps on the Allegheny slope was disbanded 
atthe end of June by order of your Committee for 
reducing the force, and the work was not entirely 
completed, During thts time both the above corps 
have at thmes been engaged at differant parts of the 
efly locating and relocating streets and running 
Jevels for the establishing and changlog of grades, 
An idea of the enormous amount of work done under 
the supervision of your Survey Committee and of 
the long, tedious and thankless dutles devolving 
upon them, willin a meastre present itself by an 
examination of the fullowing recapltulatory state- 
Inent. 

During the year they have held 66 Committee 
and Sub-Committee meetings; have located 55 
atreets aggregating 150,481 feet, orover 2% miles 
in length; have relocated 34 streets, a total length 
of 46, 804 feet, or nearly nine miles; have leveled 
and made profile plans of $6 streets, covering over 
37 miles tn length and aggregating 136,620 feet. 
They have also caused ta be made an accurate sur- 
vey covering over 144 miles in tength of the tepo- 
graphical basin lines of the Allegheny and Monon- 
gahela Ittvers, 

Surveys have also been made of the ward boundary 
lines of the Thirty-seventh ward and the South 
Bide, aggregating 121,915 feet, ora distance of 
23 miles. 

Surveys of the Allegheny and Monongahela river 
lines have also been nade, showing a total length of 
45.244 feet. equaling nearly 13 miles in length, 

Thus, you see at a giance, the duties entrusted to 
the charge of your Survey Committee are by no 
means trifling. The accurate surveying and map- 
ping 1,262,434 feet of streets, equaling nearly 
240 milesin length, is conclusive evidence that 
your Committee have not been idle, nor the em- 
ployes under them uselessly retained. 

Besides the above, your Committee have prepared 
fourteen street opening plans; have had under con- 
sideration, and adopted, 22 street aud lot plans; 
have had surveyed and prepared, plans of Four 
Mile Run, Cemetery Run, Haight's Kun, Connliss 
Run, Nine Mile Run, and Murphey's Kun, together 
with a basin plan of ‘T'wo Mile Run, besides consid- 
erabie work on the new City and District Maps, 

We have endeavored to economize jn every way, 
anc have spent as little as possible, the total dis- 
Dursemenuts fo December {st last amounting togL1, - 
592.30, teaving a balance of $3,407.70 in our ap- 
propriation at that time, 
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We have now under our supervision planting stoue 
landmarks, worklng up and completing the 
summer surveys, and engaged at office 
work, two Engineers and their assistants, 
and two Draughtsmen, 1t wii be necessary to re- 
tain the services of both Engineersand Draughtsmen 
to close up and properly record the summer’s work, 
The services of ail others {n this department wilt be 
dispeased with at the close of this month.
